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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON NAMES 


On March 20, 1930, the Town Meeting passed the following: 


“VOTED, That there be established a standing committee of 
three to be known as The Committee on Names to consist of a 
member of each of the following Boards, namely, the Board of 
Selectmen, the Park Commissioners, and the Planning Board, to 
consider and report to the Town from time to time suitable and 
appropriate names or other designations for our streets or other 
ways, public parks, plots and squares. Each of the aforesaid 
Boards shall annually designate its representative to serve on 
such standing committee.”’ 


The same meeting voted to refer to this committee the sub- 
ject matter of a name for the land at the corner of Lake and 
Main Streets recently acquired for Park purposes. This park 
borders Wedge Pond. 

It seems advisable to your committee to adhere so far as 
possible to some name which will designate by location such an 
open space as this particular park bordering on and by its 
admirable treatment by the Park Commissioners permitting a 
most agreeable view of the Pond and it therefore recommends 
the adoption of the name Wedge Pond Park. 

In connection with the general subject of names your com- 
mittee believes that it will be of value not only to the residents 
of the Town but to the many people passing through Winchester 
if suitable signs designating the names of our rivers and other 
sheets of water are placed at appropriate spots so that our Ab- 
bajona River, the Mill Pond, the Mystic Lakes, Winter Pond, 
and others that shall be designated may be known by the passer- 
by.

approved for the purpose by the State Board of Plumbing 
Examiners. No such installation shall be used until approved 
by the Inspector of Plumbing as in conformity with this section 
and temporary connections shall not be permitted. 


Valves of the positive type, which include globe, gate and 
stop, and similar valves, shall not be used in such connections. 


Check valves or other devices for the purpose of permitting 
the flow of water in one direction only shall be so installed as to 
be accessible for inspection, repairs, and replacements, and shall 
be equipped with drains and test outlets.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


As 1935 draws to a close the Selectmen look back on a most 
trying and difficult year as Town Fathers. Aside from the reg- 
ular routine matters of their office, the purchase of a new fire 
pump, the Beggs & Cobb strike, rebuilding of Church Street 
and the Main Street bridge, the motion picture license situation, 
the first town anti-rabic dog clinic, and having W. P. A. turned 
over to them as fiscal officers, have consumed a considerable 
amount of outside time, to which each member has contributed 
his full share. 

The spirit of friendliness and co-operation between the var- 
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ious town departments, elected and appointed officials, is such 
that various questions have been decided without friction. 


The amount of work required of the Selectmen increases 
each year necessitating a great deal more time outside of their 
regular Monday evening meetings. This naturally increases the 
volume of work in their office so that besides the Clerk of the 
Board, and the Clerical Assistant, they appointed Mr. Frank T. 
Olmstead Sponsor’s Agent to take care of all details in connec- 
tion with the Works Progress Administration work. 


The voluminous files in the Selectmen’s office are being mod- 
ernized and re-organized and this work should be completed by 
the end of 19386. 


BOARD OF SURVEY 


The Board of Selectmen sitting as a Board of Survey held 
public hearings and with the advice of the Planning Board and 
the Town Engineer approved plans for a new street in the Horn 
Pond Brook valley through land of Ralph Sylvester from Canal 
Street to the Woburn line. 


CROSS STREET 


In accordance with the vote under Article 40 of the 
1935 Town Meeting, the Selectmen obtained an easement with- 
out payment from the Winchester Brick Company for the sup- 
port of the location of Cross Street, but were unable to get an 
easement from adjoining owners without the payment of money. 
As the excavation on this latter property is not very near the 
street, and as the danger to the street ought to be foreseen in 
time to enable the Town to authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
make a taking and appropriate the money necessary therefor, no 
further action appears necessary at this time. 


The Board wishes publicly to express to the Winchester 
Brick Company its appreciation of its courtesy and co-operation 
in this matter. 
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ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT 


Besides the usual routine work for the various Town De- 
partments, the requirements of the Works Progress Adminis- 
tration for full engineering information on all applications for 
projects submitted by the Town for consideration, has put a 
heavy burden on this department. 

All this work has been carried on in an efficient manner un- 
der the direction of the Town Engineer, who must supervise the 
engineering of all Federal projects requiring this type of serv- 
ice. 

We recommend that if the amount of work continue during 
the coming year that another assistant engineer be added to this 
department. 


FINANCE 


The annual report of the Director of Accounts of the Com- 
monwealth shows the Town to be in excellent condition. 


The total indebtedness of the Town on December 31, 1935, 
was $862,000.00, approximately $336,000.00 below the statutory 
debt limit. The total amount of the maturing indebtedness 
which will be paid in 1936 is $100,000.00. Assuming that 
no bonds are authorized and issued during the year 1936 the 
Town’s indebtedness on December 31, 1936, will be approximate- 
ly $762,000.00. Interest on the Town debt to be paid during the 
year 1986 amounts to $32,815.00. 


BONDS 


The bonded indebtedness of the Town on January 1, 1935, 
was $962,000. No new bonds were issued during 1933, 1934 or 
1935. 


TAXES 


Taxes unpaid January 1, 1936, amounted to $165,817.23 
compared with $284,830.98 on January 1, 1935.

NOTES 


Loans in Anticipation of Revenue 

The Town Treasurer was authorized to borrow in anticipa- 
tion of revenue as follows: 

February 1, 1935, $800,000 on notes sold to the Second Na- 
tional Bank of Boston at .31 percent discounted, due November 
el, 1935. 

November 25, 1935, $300,000 on notes sold to the Second 
National Bank of Boston at .225 percent discounted, due August 
119356. 

This year tax bills were sent out with provision for pay- 
ments in July and October. The experiment proved a success, 
as it will be noted that in 19383 we borrowed $875,000, and in 
1934 we borrowed $800,000, while in 1935 we were required to 
borrow only $600,000 in anticipation of revenue. 

The sound conservative policy followed by the Town in the 
conduct of its affairs at the Town Meeting, capable manage- 
ment, alert tax collection, continued reduction of the bonded in- 
debtedness and meeting all financial obligations when due, make 
Winchester’s position most favorable with the banks when it it 
necessary to borrow in anticipation of revenue. 


INSPECTION OF ANIMALS 


With the co-operation of the Inspector of Animals, the 
Dog Officer and men on employment relief projects, the Board 
of Selectmen conducted two anti-rabic clinics last Spring. These 
clinics met with fair response from dog owners, and the bene- 
fits were indicated this Fall when dogs which had been immun- 
ized and were bitten by rabid dogs did not develop rabies. 


EXCESS AND DEFICIENCY 


The excess and deficiency account stands at $167,532.79 
and the unpaid taxes at $167,550.66, which means that as fast as 
taxes are collected this year the money is free cash available for 
such use as the Town may wish to make of it, a most enviable 
position for any town to be in during these strenuous times. 
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This permits a transfer from this account to assist in the 
financing of the requirements for 19386. 

The Board recommends that (1) the Town should refrain 
from incurring any further bonded indebtedness for a period of 
from five to ten years; (2) the excess and deficiency account be 
maintained at approximately $150,000.00; (8) we continue to 
operate on the pay-as-you go policy. 

The financial standing of the Town of Winchester is some- 
thing to which we heve all contributed our share in establish- 
ing and maintaining, and of which we may all be justly proud. 


TOWN COLLECTOR 


In accordance with the Amendment of Article 2 section 4c 
of the By-Laws passed at the Town Meeting in March, 1935, the 
Selectmen, with the assistance of the various departments and 
the Collector, have taken action in regard to uncollected accounts 
whereby these accounts have been adjusted as they deemed it 
expedient and consistent with the interests of the town. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


A new 500-gallon Ahrens-Fox pump was purchased this 
year to replace the old Knox Combination. When it was found 
that the fire alarm car would not pass the requirements of the 
registrar of motor vehicles as regards brakes and steering gear, 
the Board decided to purchase a Ford chassis, have a body and 
booster pump installed and let the permanent force equip and 
paint it. This piece of apparatus replaces the old Reo, which is 
being made over into a fire alarm car. 

The equipment of the fire department is now in excellent 
shape, but it must be borne in mind that Engine 1 is over 20 
years old, and should be replaced before long with a more 
modern and efficient piece of apparatus. 

The Chief’s car is over seven years old and it is recom- 
mended that a new moderate priced car be purchased this year. 

Captain Eugene §8. Flaherty, a member of the permanent 
force for 28 years, died on March 15, 19385. 

Instead of having an examination for the position of Cap-

tain it was decided to appoint three lieutenants instead of two 
as originally planned. After these men have had a few years’ 
experience as officers an examination for Captain should be held 
and the vacancy filled. 

Three new privates were appointed to the permanent force, 
two to fill vacancies caused by deaths and the third to put the 
department on a more efficient operating basis. 

The mutual aid system as shown in the report of the Fire 
Chief is very advantageous to the Town and should be continued. 

With funds available from the salary part of the budget due 
to the loss of the Captain and the delay in examinations for 
lieutenants and privates it was possible to purchase the new 
Ford and purchase paint for the apparatus room, which was 
painted by the permanent force, also paint the outside trim of 
the building. 

Under test, 1,000 feet of hose was condemned this year, and 
this should be replaced as requested in the budget. 


GENERAL UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF FUND 

The establishment of a General Unemployment Relief Fund 
under the control of the Board of Selectmen as a Board of Ad- 
ministration as authorized by Chapter 90, of the Acts of 1935, 
has been very beneficial in administering direct relief by the 
the various town departments. It also permitted E.R.A. and 
W.P.A. projects to be put in immediate operation after approval 
by the Federal Government by allocating the monies required 
for the purchase of the necessary materials. 

Of the $15,500 appropriated in 1935, $9,197.68 was used for 
wages and $3,441.67 for materials. This latter amount meant 
that the Federal Government paid $23,654.25 in wages on Fed- 
eral Projects. At the end of the year there was only $725.91 left 
in this account which had not been “earmarked” for some relief 
purpose. The Finance Committee transferred $10,000 to this 
account so that there are sufficient funds to carry on until after 
town meeting. 

The Board of Selectmen recommends the continuance of this 
Fund. 

The use of a general unemployment relief fund has worked 


well in Winchester. 
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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


The major items of construction by this department for the 
year 1935 were as follows: 


1. Reconstruction of Church Street from Cambridge Street 
to Main Street. 


2. New surface drainage on Church Street from Wildwood 
Street to the Aberjona River. 


38. The building of a new reinforced concrete bridge over 
the outlet of Wedge Pond on Main Street. 


4. The resurfacing of Lloyd Street and providing it with 
additional surface drainage. 

5. Building Spruce Street extension with funds from the 
state grant.. The Board has petitioned the State and County for 
assistance under Chapter 90 of the General Laws in the recon- 
struction of Washington Street from Main Street to Forest 
Street and the rebuilding of the bridge on Lake Street. If ap- 
proved, a reduction of $12,000 can be made in the Highway bud- 
get as requested by the Board, and it would mean a provision of 
work for a large number of unemployed laborers. 


Last year this type of work for which the Town appro- 
priated $30,000 of a total estimated cost of $90,000 less 15% as 
determined by the Department of Public Works paid $9,022.87 
to regular highway department employees and $20,198.24 to un- 
employed citizens. | 

This work does not start until about June 15, 19386, and as 
all Works Progress Administration projects must be completed 
by June 30, 1936, and not knowing what the Federal Government 
may do further in the way of relief, it may be that these two 
projects might be very helpful in the administration of relief 
during the coming year. 

Three W.P.A. sidewalk projects have been applied for 
which cover some areas in all the precincts of the town. The 
funds for the material required for a part of this construction 
have been set aside from the grant by the Commonwealth from 
the bond issue. Applications for new granolithic sidewalks are 
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very few as shown in the report of the superintendent of streets. 
During the reconstruction of Church Street it was possible to 
rebuild the sidewalks with the assistance of the State and 
County. 

Some attention should be given to additional surface drain- 
age in the flat areas of the West Side so as to aid in the preser- 
vation of the streets. 

It is recommended that careful consideration be given to a 
program of rounding many of the street corners to facilitate the 
movement of vehicles. 

Treating the surface of many of our side streets has not 
been done due to operating on a minimum budget and the recon- 
struction of our main thoroughfares. Regular periodic treat- 
ment should be resumed before the town is faced with a greater 
expense of resurfacing them. 

James H. Noonan and John J. Tansey were pensioned at the 
end of the year. They have served the Town faithfully for 25 
years and their pensions are well earned. 


GRADE CROSSING 


The grade crossing situation had not changed since last 
year. The Board and our Representative to the General Court, 
Mr. William E. Ramsdell, are keeping in close touch with this 
situation.

POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The equipment in this department is in very good condition 
except for one cruising car which should be replaced this year. 


The strike at Beggs and Cobb Tannery in July was handled 
as efficiently as possible with the size of our force. The strikers 
and sympathizers were of such numbers and indicated such 
violence that it was necessary to ask assistance from Medford. 


The Chief and men had to work practically 24 hours per 
day, and they are to be complimented on their courage and the 
way they handled this most difficult situation. 


On December 31, 1985, Lieutenant John A. Harrold was 
retired on pension, He was a high type of officer who had gained 
the respect and confidence of the police and citizens of the town, 
through his courage and tactfulness. 


One sergeant and one patrolman were appointed during the 
year to fill vacancies. 


The ambulance made 46 trips during the year and has been 
of great benefit to the department. 


The outside and first floor inside of the building have been 
painted, but some pointing up of the cut stone should be done 
before another year passes. 
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WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION 


This year due to a death case this account cost $5,161.60. 
However, over a period of years it has been cheaper for the town 
to handle its own compensation rather than to place this with 
an insurance company. There was a total of 67 accidents and 
one death case handled during the year by our very efficient and 
capable Workmen’s Compensation Agent, Hugh J. Grimes. 


PERAMBULATION OF TOWN LINES 


On April 17 the Lexington, and on September 5, the Ar- 
lington town lines were perambulated as required by law, and all 
bounds found properly in place. 


TOWN HALL 


With unemployed labor a new floor was laid on the stage 
and the chairs reseated in the Town Hall. Both of these items 
were sorely needed, and will be appreciated by those who use 
this auditorium. The exterior trim has all been gone over, and 
rotted parts and broken lights of glass replaced. This building 
should be painted on the outside this coming year to protect it 
properly from the weather. 


MOTION PICTURES 


The matter of granting the first motion picture license for 
Winchester has presented a serious problem which has demand- 
ed a substantial portion of the time of the members of the Board. 
The situation was revealed in detail to the town in a recently is- 
sued public statement. Although every effort has been continued 
to bring this matter to a proper final decision it has not at this 
writing sufficiently crystalized to make possible a further report. 

When the license is granted, which we are hopeful will be 
in the very near future, a further statement will be issued 


through the public press. 
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CONCLUSION 


Winchester is a good town. It has been blessed with a spirit 
of co-operation and helpful criticism between the citizens of the 
town and those they have elected to manage their mutual prob- 
lems. It has enjoyed the benefit of efficient and conscientious 
employes. This feeling should be fostered. It will smooth the 
troublesome path which always lies ahead. 

As the term of office of this Board of Selectmen draws to a 
close, we are grateful for the assistance and understanding 
which we have received as, to the best of our several abilities, 
we have tried faithfully to discharge the trust placed in us. 

With tolerance, without bitterness, with industry, with 
courage, with business efficiency, may Winchester live on.

REPORT OF THE SOLDIERS’ RELIEF CASE 
INVESTIGATOR 
December 31, 1935. 
To the Board of Selectmen, 
Town of Winchester, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 


The year started with 9 open cases with 48 dependent, 
and closed with 23 cases with 118 dependents on direct relief 
with a total of 32 separate cases handled throughout the year, 
representing 139 individuals. 

This does not include veterans’ requests for Town and 
Federal Work Relief on which investigations were made and 
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recommendations based on the merits of each case made to your 
Board. 


There are six widows on our permanent list with no mar- 
riages this year. 

This Department with the approval of the Board sponsored 
8 tonsil operations, 1 accouchement, 3 major operations and 
provided 1 set of teeth with extractions. 


The total expenses for Soldiers’ Relief, State and Military 
Aid are all slightly in excess of 1934, mostly accounted for by 
the death of two veterans, necessitating the support of their 
families for almost the full year and some unusually large med- 
ical and hospital bills. (Please see Town Accountant’s Report 
for details of appropriations and expenditures.) 

The Federal Government has required three intricate and 
cumbersome reports each month, plus certification of all vet- 
erans applying for work and notification of changes, cancella- 
tions, etc., thus practically doubling the work of this Depart- 
ment. 

The Commissioner of State Aid and Pensions is called 
upon frequently for special investigation in doubtful cases, and 
is very helpful in interpreting the special laws governing our 
outlays. 

The monthly report from the Chief of Police is still a very 
potent method of eliminating the unworthy from our rolls. 

If the Bonus is paid and general business conditions con- 
tinue to improve we should have a lower expenditure for 1936.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS 


December 31, 1935 
Board of Selectmen, 
Winchester, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


I respectfully submit the annual report of the work done 
by the Highway Department for the year ending December 
31, 1935. 


We are still operating on reduced budgets and our high- 
ways and sidewalks are beginning to show the effects of in- 
sufficient funds for proper maintenance. 


Three employees have been pensioned and one former em- 
ployee, who had been pensioned, died during the past year. 


MAINTENANCE 


BRIDGE REPAIRS—Minor repairs were made to the foot 
bridge at Wedgemere Station. The Lake Street bridge is in 
need of quite substantial repairs, but due to the possibility that 
funds would be available for the construction of a new bridge 
in 1936 repairs have been deferred. 


CLEANING AND PATCHING—The cleaning and patching 
work has been done to the best advantage under the conditions. 


SURFACE TREATMENT—The amount of surface treatment 
done this year was very small in comparison with other years. 
65% asphalt oil and sand 7500 sq. yds. 
45% asphalt oil and sand 3607 sq. yds. 


MoTorR EQUIPMENT—Reo truck No 5. was disposed of and a 
new Dodge truck purchased to replace it. The following table 
gives the make, date purchased and original cost of the var- 
ious equipment of the Highway Department:

GUARD RAILS AND SIGNS—The guard rails and signs have 
had their usual care. We cast about fifty reinforced concrete 
posts last winter and used them in rebuilding the guard rail 
fence on Ridge Street at the Arlington line. This type of con- 
struction, if continued, will reduce maintenance costs. 


TRAFFIC LINES AND SIGNS—The existing traffic lines and 
signs have been maintained as usual and extensions and altera- 
tions made as the needs required. 


GARAGE AND YARD MAINTENANCE—Four stalls for motor 
trucks have been enlarged and the plant has been maintained in 
good condition.

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SIDEWALK CONSTRUCTION 


There has been constructed this year 2374.64 square yards 
of granolithic sidewalk, 2008 square yards being on Church 
Street, 308 square yards of asphalt sidewalks and 558 linear feet 
of curbing. 


Granolithic, asphalt, and gravel sidewalks have been re- 
paired and resurfaced in numerous places. 


STREET CONSTRUCTION 


PuBLIC WAysS—The Town was allotted funds by the State 
Department of Public Works and the County Commissioners, 
who assumed about two-thirds of the cost, for the reconstruc- 
tion of Church Street and for the construction of a new bridge 
on Main Street at the outlet to Wedge Pond. 


On Church Street, the car tracks were removed, new drain- 
age installed, excavation and refill with gravel was done 
wherever necessary, then the whole base reshaped with at least 
four inches of stone and the entire road resurfaced with Type 
E Bituminous Concrete Pavement. 


As part of, and in conjunction with this work, the two 
corners of Sheffield Road were widened, curbing salvaged from 
the Main Street Bridge job and new curbing to the amount of 
553 feet was set, and 2008 square yards of old tar walk was re- 
laid with granolithic. 


On Main Street, at the outlet to Wedge Pond, a new con- 
crete bridge and dam was constructed, replacing the old stone 
culverts. This bridge was constructed on a pile foundation, due 
to the poor subsoil conditions found at this location and was 
carried out to the full limits of the highway, thereby giving an 
additional six feet more of travelled way. 


On the Wedge Pond side of the bridge, a concrete dam was 
built so that it will now be possible to maintain a constant level 
of water in the pond. 


On these two jobs, labor received $29,221.11 of which 
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$9,022.87 was regular departmental labor, and $20,198.24 for 
unemployed labor. 


All equipment and materials used were hired or purchased 
locally as far as possible. 


Also a portion of Common Street was resurfaced and in 
Lloyd Street additional drainage was constructed after which 
the street was reconstructed with a Bituminous Concrete Pave- 
ment. 


As an E. R. A. Project a new gravel road was constructed 
connecting Lake Street with Palmer Street through land under 
control of the Cemetery Commissioners. 


ACCEPTED STREETS AND ALTERATIONS 


Both corners of Sheffield Road and Church Street were al- 
tered this year. The construction work was done as a part of 
the Church Street job. 


The southerly end of Summit Avenue was accepted as a 
public way. This portion of the street had been previously con- 
structed of bituminous macadam by the abuttors and is in ex- 
cellent condition so that no expenditure was necessary. 


The southerly end of Spruce Street, a distance of about 
fifty feet was accepted as a public way connecting the Park 
Land with the existing end of Spruce Street. This portion of 
the street had also been previously constructed so that no ex- 
penditure was necessary. 


An extension of Spruce Street, from Oak Street to Swanton 
Street, was accepted as a pubilc way and funds appropriated to 
pay for the land damages only. 


The Town was allotted $7,696.82 as its portion of the 
State’s Bond Issue, and out of this amount $4,200.00 was used 
for labor and materials for the construction and drainage work 
on Spruce Street. The balance of the allotment being set up to 
pay for materials to be used on W. P. A. Projects.

SNOW AND ICE 


In January, 1935, the worst snow storm, since the plowing 
of streets was started, struck this part of the country and tied 
up everything for several days. Every available piece of equip- 
ment obtainable was put to work and every endeavor made to 
open the roads as soon as possible. 


Since this storm there has been added to the snow removal 
equipment, two Sargent Hydraulic Plows for the tractors and 
one new blade plow for the new Dodge Truck. 


The expenditures for snow and ice removal for the year 
1935 were as follows: 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


The reconstruction of Washington Street and the rebuild- 
ing of the Lake Street bridge, the last wooden bridge in Town, 
are projects that should be considered as Chapter 90 work for 
1936. 

Some of our secondary roads are not receiving the care nec- 
essary to properly maintain them, due to insufficient appropria- 
tions. 

They should not be neglected too long as reconstruction is 
considerably more expensive than even adequate maintenance.

REPORT OF THE TOWN ENGINEER 


Board of Selectmen 
Winchester, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


I submit herewith my report of the Engineering Depart. 
ment for the year 1935. 

A summary of the work of this Department follows under 
departmental headings: 


ALTERATION OF STREET LINES 


At the town meeting in March, 1935, it was voted to alter 
the street lines of Main Street at Everell Road. The land has 
been taken and the construction deferred to a later date. 

At the same meeting the lines of Sheffield Road at their in- 
tersection with Church Street were altered, and the work was 
done during the process of construction of Church Street. 


STREET LAYOUTS 


Spruce Street at its southerly end was extended as a public 
way about forty feet to join the new street on the Park Land 
and was constructed in conjunction with that work. 
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A new street was laid out across private property from 
Oak Street to Swanton Street at the northerly end of Spruce 
Street and upon its completion will provide a thru way from 
Winchester Centre to Swanton Street via Railroad Avenue and 
the Park Land. This street was laid out as a work project and 
is now under construction, with money allotted by the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. 

Summit Avenue at its southerly end was made a public 
way, the construction work having: been previously done by 
private owners. 

Johnson Road, a street lying west of Cambridge Street 
and running from the junction of Westland Avenue and Wild- 
wood Street Extension to Ridge Street, was made a public way 
as a proposed Unemployment Relief project and work will be 
started there at an early date. The abuttors on this street have 
given the land and easements necessary for its construction. 


PARK DEPARTMENT 


Plans were prepared for the taking of land at the Wash- 
ington Street bridge to give access to the land now owned by the 
Park Department. 

Assistance has been rendered in the laying out of baseball 
diamonds and other playing fields on the various playgrounds. 

Lines and grades have been given to facilitate the construc- 
tion and landscaping of property under the control of this de- 
partment. 


ASSESSORS DEPARTMENT 


During the winter months some progress was made towards 
the completion of a new set of Assessors’ maps on a smaller 
scale. 

The work on plan changes and abstracts has been kept up 
to date. 

The description of property for tax sales has been com- 
pleted. 

A great deal of assistance has been rendered this depart- 
ment in the apportionment of betterments and taxes from time 
to time during the year. 
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CEMETERY 


All interments have been located and plotted. New lots have 
been staked out. 

Progress has been made on the new section maps to replace 
the many small plans now in use. 


WATER AND SEWER DEPARTMENT 


The work of this department has consisted chiefly of stak- 
ing lines for new extensions for water mains and sewers, upon 
the completion of which record plans have been made. 

Individual cards showing the location of sewer services and 
water services are being completed. 

Plans for easements have been made, and assessment plans 
furnished. 

Rainfall and water consumption charts have been plotted 
together with other charts showing useful information perti- 
nent to our water supply. 


HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


Plans have been prepared, lines and grades given, and stone 
bounds set on the streets accepted or altered this year. New 
plans are now being prepared for acceptance at the next town 
meeting. 

In connection with the construction of Church Street and 
Main Street bridge which were completed this year, all of the 
engineering work was done by this department. Preliminary 
plans are now being made for the reconstruction of Washington 
Street and a new bridge on Lake Street as Chapter 90 projects 
for 1936. 

Where permanent walks have been constructed during the 
current year this department has given lines and grades, and 
upon completion of the work quantities and costs were ascer- 
tained and betterments were committed. 

The laying out and other work incidental to the construction 
of surface drains constructed during the year has been done by 
this department. Final locations have been made and record 
plans are being drawn. 
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TOWN COUNSEL 


From time to time during the year we have been, requested 
to delve deeply into the musty Town Records in search of some 
obscure or forgotten item which was necessary to our Town 
Counsel in the prosecution of his labors. We could not recom- 
mend this as a light pastime to while away a hot summer’s day. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Fire fighting is not within the usual scope of this depart- 
ment but we did prepare a plan showing the zone of an accident 
for court use and also a plan for use in town meeting. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Under this heading would come the work of house locations 
and street numbering. There is also a considerable amount of 
time used in answering questions and furnishing information 
to those who desire information from our records. 

Each year this department makes the necessary changes in 
the town atlases for all the town departments. 

Study plans were prepared for a proposed street from Mt. 
Vernon Street to Judkins Field, and suggestions have been 
shown for the extension of the Woburn Parkway. 

We have this year made plans for a proposed street along 
Horn Pond Brook from Canal Street to the Woburn line. Hear- 
ings were held and after consideration it was approved by the 
Board of Survey. —

During the past year this department has been called upon 
to furnish plans and estimates and in some cases to supervise 
the projects being constructed under E.R.A. and W.P.A. funds.

REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


December 31, 1935 
Board of Selectmen 


Gentlemen: 


Under a law passed by the State Legislature in 1934 and 
adopted at the Town Meeting in March, 1934, the Tree Warden 
is now appointed by the Board of Selectmen annually. 

The department is now on an efficient basis and has done 


a great amount of useful work in the preservation of our trees 
during the year. 


Spraying has been done for the elm beetle, tent caterpillar, 
and canker worm. The tent caterpillar was very prevalent this 
year. 
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The town has been inspected for signs of gypsy moth eggs 
and brown tail moth nests, and the reports showed, in certain 
localities, more than the average of gypsy moth eggs. Very few 
nests of brown tail moths were found. All nests and eggs were 
destroyed. 


Kighty-five trees, mostly Norway Maples, have been set out 
during the year. Necessary trimming has been done in the 
trees along the public streets together with the work for the 
Cemetery, School and Park Departments. 


Spraying and trimming to the amount of about $425.00 has 
been done for private owners at their expense. 


A normal program of tree planting should be continued to 
gradually fill out treeless areas, as wind breaks, and as replace- 
ments where old trees have to be removed.

December 31, 1935 
To the Board of Selectmen 


of the Town of Winchester 
Sirs: 
The town counsel reports for the year 1935 as follows: 


But one suit was entered against the town during the year 
and it was settled by the insurance company. Some claims for 
damages have been filed but liability has not been recognized in 
any of them and the appropriation for the claim account is re- 
turned intact. No land takings have been made except the usual 
easements for new streets and for surface drainage and sewer- 
age purposes. No legislation has been sought on behalf of the 
town and none affecting it has been enacted except such as 
affects cities and towns generally, including chapter 90 of the 
Acts of 1935 enabling towns to establish unemployment emer- 
gency relief funds in 1935 and 1936, the bill for which, prepared 
by me, was introduced and sponsored by our representative, Mr. 
Ramsdell, and became a law in season for the town to establish 
an emergency relief fund at the last annual meeting and thereby 
enable unemployment projects which could not be foreseen and 
provided for at the annual meeting to be undertaken as their 
feasibility became apparent instead of attempting as heretofore 
to provide for specific projects at the time of making the annual 
appropriations. 


While there are no extraordinary items in the record of the 
legal department for the past year, the routine work has been 
constant and of considerable volume as the town counsel in 
recent years has been brought into increasingly close association 
with the selectmen and the other boards and departments in 
their activities, necessarily to some extent because of the rapidity 
with which federal and state legislation has been enacted and 
changed and because of the constantly increasing problems in 
procedural requirements with which the department heads have 
had to contend. The boards, officers, and committees have been 
advised as usual, recommendations have been made to them and 
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they have been furnished with formal opinions when required. 
Numerous legal documents, the warrant for the annual meeting, 
and the motions thereunder have been prepared and changes in 
the law affecting your duties have been reported to you, and it 
might be added that the set of outlines of procedure and forms 
for the multitudinous duties of the selectmen which has been in 
preparation for some time has been completed in so far as a 
work of this kind can be said to be completed. I trust it will be 
found of value. 


The original petition for abolition of the grade crossing filed 
in 1900 was dismissed from the docket by the Court as incon- 
sistent with the present statutory provisions which give the 
State Department of Public Works jurisdiction of all grade 
crossing abolitions. 

The case of Edwin F. Hannon, Administrator of the Estate 
of Virginia McKinnon, brought by writ dated November 30, 
1934 to recover for the death of the decedent alleged to have 
resulted from the operation of a highway department truck, 
was settled by the insurance company whose policy covers town 
motor vehicles. 


Pending action and proceedings are as follows: 


Caroline W. Witherell, Petitioner. (1915) Petition for 
registration of title to land in which the town claims an 
interest. 


Winchester vs. Boston & Lowell Railroad Co. (1917) 
Petition for alteration of Cross Street Bridge. 


Helen M. Twombly et al. vs. Town of Winchester. 
(1933) Action of tort to recover for damage to property 
alleged to have resulted from construction of a sewer. 


Josephine McLaughlin vs. Town of Winchester. (1933) 
Action of tort to recover for personal injuries alleged to 
have been sustained by reason of a defect in a sidewalk. 


Patrick Kennedy—Workmen’s Compensation — At your 
request I appeared before the Industrial Accident Board in the 
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proceedings brought by the dependents of Patrick Kennedy for 
compensation as it appeared that the claim that death resulted 
from injuries sustained in the course of employment should be 
contested. The case was heard by a single member who found 
for the dependents. A review by the full board and an appeal. 
to the Superior Court, in which I had the benefit of expert assist- 
ance, were without effect and the result is that the town is ord- 
ered to pay the dependents fourteen dollars a week for four 
hundred weeks from December 13, 1933, subject to reduction to 
ten dollars when two children become eighteen years of age. 


Tax Lien Foreclosures — At the last annual meeting an 
appropriation was made to enable the treasurer to perform the 
duty imposed upon him by law to institute proceedings in the 
Land Court for the foreclosure of the titles to land acquired by 
the town for the nonpayment of taxes. Petitions were filed in 
eight cases. Decrees of foreclosures have been entered in four 
of them. Another is practically ripe for decree and the other 
three cases have not been pressed as it is expected that the 
equity owners in two cases and a mortgagee in the other will 
redeem. It is incumbent upon the treasurer to take action in 
a substantial additional number of these cases and the town will 
consequently become the owner of sundry parcels of real estate. 
It is for the interest of the town that this real estate be sold and 
again brought into taxation and to that end that authority be 
given for its sale and perhaps to let or lease some of it pending 
sale and that money be provided for its care and maintenance 
and for advertising. Your board will doubtless deem it expedient 
to formulate a plan for the care of the property and its sale. 


Trustee Process — The town was summoned as trustee in 
thirteen actions against town employees, the necessary details 
in connection with which were attended to. 


Land Court Case; Harry E. Wellington, Petitioner — This 
is a petition for registration of the title to land on Winthrop 
Street. Upon investigation it appeared that the only interests of 
the town were the easement of way in Winthrop Street and the 
right to slope and bank the filling on the adjoining land and, 
as these were admitted by the petitioner, no further action was 
taken. 
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Recommendation — Numerous amendments have been made 
since the last printings of the Building Laws, the Zoning By- 
Law, and the general by-laws of the town. Printed copies con- 
taining the amendments are not available and it is not safe 
for anyone to rely upon the current editions without consulting 
the town clerk in each instance to learn what amendments have 
been made. In fairness to those who are affected by these by- 
laws and for the convenience of those whose duty it is to enforce 
and interpret them I recommend that they be reprinted as 
amended, including any amendments which may be made at the 
annual town meeting in 1936.

Gentlemen: 


I submit the following report of the Fire Department for 
the year ending December 31, 1935. 

The department responded to 281 calls, 234 of which came 
over the telephone, 32 from street boxes, 15 reported verbally 
at station. 20,700 feet of 214-inch hose 2,600 feet of 114-inch 
hose, 2,950 feet of chemical and booster hose was laid, used 1,059 
gallons of chemical, raised 1,200 feet of ladders, and apparatus 
traveled 1,048 miles.

The manual force now numbers eighteen permanent men 
(including officers) and twenty call men. Three men were 
added the past year; two to fill vacancies caused by death of 
permanent men, one an officer. The position of Lieutenant 
was created and three men advanced from the permanent force, 
as we have always been short of officers. 

All apparatus is in good condition. The Knox machine pur- 
chased in 1912 was replaced with a new 500 gallon pump, and 
the old Reo truck purchased second hand in 1926 was RQ GEsgSE 
with a Ford truck. 

All hose was tested to 200 pounds pressure and 1,000 feet 
was found defective and condemned. 1,000 feet of 214-inch and 
500 feet of 114-inch hose was purchased. I recommend that 
1,000 feet be purchased the coming year. 

The fire alarm system is in good working order, and no 
outlay other than maintenance is contemplated the coming 


year. 
The building is in good condition. The exterior woodwork, 
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also the walls and ceiling of the apparatus room were painted 
the past year.

REPORT OF 
SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES 


December 31, 1935 
Board of Selectmen, 
Town Hall, 
Winchester, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 

During the year it was found necessary to condemn thirty- 
nine measuring and weighing devices which were found inade- 
quate and faulty. These measuring instruments included scales 
of all kinds, weights, gasoline pumps and one leather measuring 
machine. 

The sealing of gasoline pumps require much time as this 
work must be done with accuracy to insure justice to the mer- 
chant and the purchasing public. When one considers that there 
were sealed seventy-seven pumps, forty-nine of which were ad- 
justed and five condemned, it is evident that this work is essential 
in securing equitable distribution of this product. 

From time to time a check is made to ascertain whether or 
not proper delivery of various commodities is being made. This 
not only applies to stores and gasoline filling stations, but also 
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to pedlers selling their wares on the streets. In one instance dur- 
ing the year upon a complaint that a pedler was delivering short 
measurement of loam, your Sealer made an investigation, dis- 
covered the violator and hailed him into Court. While we were 
unable to secure a conviction, we were successful in keeping this 
type of pedler off our streets. 

There is another type of pedler whose specialty is short 
delivery of fire wood. He usually arrives in town with two or 
three assistants and makes a quick canvass, after which an im- 
mediate delivery of short-measured wood is made. This office 
has been able to apprehend a few of these violations, but we 
believe the only way to eliminate this practice is by the customer 
calling the Sealer immediately. 

A very necessary part of this inspection work is the check 
on deliveries of groceries and other commodities. These are re- 
weighed at times and checked to ascertain whether or not the 
bill or statement is correct. The usual ice reweighing and 
check-ups on coal, oil pedlers, etc. were made, and while no 
serious irregularities were noted, we are quite convinced that 
the practice of intermittent inspection and reweighing is an 
excellent one.

REPORT OF THE BUILDING COMMISSIONER 


December 31, 1935

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit the following report of the Building De- 
partment during 1935. 

Using the valuation of construction for which permits were 
issued as a measure, it is apparent that building activity in 
Winchester during 1935 far exceeded that for 19384. There was a 
noticeable increase in residential building, permits being issued 
with a total valuation almost double the figure for the previous 
year. Other types of construction including alterations and re- 
pairs to existing buildings showed substantial gains. It is 
interesting to note that there were forty-three residence build- 
ings erected in 1935 as against twenty-three in 1934. The cost 
of the new residences this year was approximately $285,000, 
which gives an average cost per house of $6,600. 

The estimate cost of all construction for which permits were 
issued in 1935 was $440,060 in comparison with a figure of 
$231,972 for the preceding year—an approximate gain of 
over 60%. 

Most unusual is the fact that there were no two-family 
houses constructed in Winchester during the past year. — 

One of the duties of this Department is to cause the demoli- 
tion of buildings that are partially burned, dilapidated or other- 
wise dangerous. The primary reasons for the removal of these

structures is the danger to life and fire hazard involved. How- 
ever, there is also the very potent reason of esthetic consider- 
ation, for buildings which disfigure the community should not be 
tolerated. It is unfortunate that the Statute is so written that 
unless a structure is absolutely unsafe and dangerous, this 
Department is without authority to cause its removal. This 
Department has, however, endeavored to keep the town free 
from these nuisances by prompt and careful inspection. 


Another matter in this connection is the lack of control 
which we have over the design of structures. The Building De- 
partment is powerless to effect improvement in many instances 
where the structure complies with the law yet lacks proportion. 
Also the quality of paint, shingles and other external materials 
is not specified in the law. 


Our amended Building Code, functioning now for practically 
a year, has worked out to the best interests of the Town. Build- 
ing construction is subject to varying modes, and changes in the 
Law are necessary from time to time in order to keep abreast 
of the times. 

The enforcement of the Zoning Law has not been difficult and 
it has been our experience that house-owners and builders under- 
stand quite clearly what is expected of them. There has not been 
a great deal of building in District A and it is highly probable 
that this land wil! soon come into the market, judging from the 
building activity during the past year and the lack of desirable 
locations. The size of the buliding lots in District B were origin- 
ally less than the Zoning Law required, but a readjustment has 
been made by the owners. This matter, which appeared so com- 
plicated when the Zoning Law first took effect, has been settled 
to everybody’s satisfaction as the land owners now appreciate 
the advantage of the larger lots. 

Many violations of Section 3-A of the Zoning By-Laws came 
to our attention. This section prohibits the removal of sod, loam, 
sand, gravel and quarried stone for sale. It was found that con- 
tractors were stripping the top soil from the land and removing 
it to nearby communities. This practice which was prevalent 
during the past year has now been completely stopped. An 
example of what might have happened was demonstrated in 
many of our nearby towns. Sod and loam were taken from large

tracts of land, leaving a hideous scarred surface to the detri- 
ment of these communities. This might have occurred in Win- 
chester but for the foresight and wisdom of the sponsors of 
this Law. 

In connection with the Zoning Law, the matter of uses of 
buildings in the various zones has received our careful atten- 
tion. We have had many violations that are border-line cases on 
which it is difficult to make decisions. 


The enforcement of the Plumbing Law has been given 
thorough attention as in former years. This year, however, 
there has been an additional number of regulations and amend- 
ments to the Law which had to be interpreted and applied but 
their worth was proven by the accomplishment of a better sani- 
tary installation and a more practical protection to the house- 
owner. Although there has been an increase in the number of 
inspections, we feel that the results from the changes in the Law 
are worth the extra effort. 

Inspections of gas repairs and installations have been ably 
conducted by Mr. MacDonald. This is very exacting work and 
requires careful attention. The number of these inspections and 
installations has increased over preceding years. Below is a 
detailed report of the appliances installed and the work done 
during the past year. 

In closing, I wish to thank Mr. MacDonald and Miss Gillespie 
who have earnestly cooperated to make the work of this Depart- 
ment successful.

REPORT OF WIRE INSPECTOR 


December 31, 1935 
To the Building Commissioner, 
Winchester, Mass. 
Dear Sir: 


I wish to submit the following report as Inspector of Wires 
for the year ending December 31, 1935. 


The total number of permits issued to install wiring for all 
purposes was 755 an increase of approximately ten percent as 
compared to those issued in 1934 and an all time peak. A total 
of 1727 inspections were made. Ninety-seven permits were 
issued to the Edison Electric Illuminating Company of Boston 
to install meters and turn on current. 


Seventy-five communications were received from the Board 
of Selectmen in relation to new pole locations, re-locations and 
other matters upon which it is the Selectmen’s duty to act. The 
usual number of plans for work on private ways for which no 
legal grants are necessary were submitted for approval. 
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The outside lines are in excellent condition as evidenced 
by the fact that only one pole was reported as having fallen 
during the year. This pole was marked for replacement but 
examination apparently did not reveal the full extent to which 
the pole had decayed. Except for this one remote instance I 
would be able to report with satisfaction that not a single pole 
fell during the year a record which to my best knowledge has 
no parallel. 


The removal of the overhead wires from Common Street 
and the portion of Church Street from the center to Rangeley 
was completed during the summer. This work obviously neces- 
sitated rearranging the lights on the streets involved as well as 
providing adequate lighting for the Common. The scheme of 
lighting as existing has the approval of the Board of Selectmen 
and its completion appears to be the answer to the street light- 
ing problem in this particular area for some time to come. In 
connection with this item it may be of interest to know that the 
work in the Common and Church Street which the town would 
ordinarily have to pay for was done by the town at a minimum 
cost being much less than the estimate furnished by the Edison 
Klectric Illuminating Company. This saving was made possible 
by the town purchasing the material the labor being supplied 
by the highway department at the time Church Street was being 
constructed. It was of course necessary for me to spend consid- 
erable time supervising such work because it was work requiring 
considerable skill being done by persons not trained in that 
particular line. 


A complete underground system was installed in Railroad 
Avenue northerly to Spruce Street which cost the town about 
fifty dollars this being the amount of money required to connect 
the lamps and other material furnished by the Edison Company. 
This system if installed by a contractor would probably cost 
about seven hundred dollars. Through the efforts of Mr. David- 
son of the Park Department, Mr. Hersey of the Edison Company 
and myself, the town received the benefit of a substantial saving. 
I do however suggest that the candle power of the lamps be 
increased to provide more adequate illumination. 

The overhead lines in Forest Street were consolidated into

one line located in the northerly side of the street from Wash- 
ington Street to the Stoneham line. A few poles remain in the 
southerly side of the street but these are necessary to properly 
support wires extending from the poles to the houses located 
on the southerly side of the street. It was necessary in con- 
nection with this consolidation to move many of the street lights 
from the southerly side of the street to the northerly side. A 
new cement post was installed at the junction of Highland Ave- 
nue and Forest Street to replace the 600 C. P. lamp which was on 
a carrying pole in substantially the same location. I was able to 
secure the installation of this lamp without any expense to the 
town. 


Again I wish to urge all property owners to make certain 
that the electric wiring system in their homes is in a safe con- 
dition both for the protection of the occupants and others who 
should happen to be upon the premises. As an instance of the 
great responsibility placed upon the owners of property I will 
mention the facts of a recent case in California where a plumber 
was electrocuted while working in the basement of an office 
building. This accident occurred while the plumber was manipu- 
lating a spring snake wire to clean a stoppage in a sewer pipe. 
The snake wire came in contact with a bare spot on an extension 
cord which had been left hanging over an asbestos covered pipe. 
The Superior Court in which the case was first tried granted 
the widow an award of $20,000 as damages. The case was then 
carried to the Appellate Court where the decision of the lower 
court was reversed, but when the case was later taken to the Su- 
preme Court of California the original award of $20,000 dam- 
ages to the widow was upheld. This case is important as the 
judgment was rendered against the property owner for defect- 
ive wiring installed without his knowledge by his tenant. It 
might further indicate that courts are rapidly becoming intol- 
erant to such abuses and that similar decisions may be rendered 
in other jurisdictions. 

The wiring regulations if observed are sufficient to insure 
a safe installation. I frequently find that additions and alter- 
ations have been made to the orig{nal installation which create 
a real hazard. I am at a loss to understand why people allow 
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persons not properly trained to tamper with a wiring system 
but such practice appears to exist. The simple and effective way 
to secure the full benefit of the services offered by this depart- 
ment is to make certain that the person employed to do the work 
has received a permit. If such is the case a thorough inspection 
will be made when the work is completed and the person doing 
the work will be required to correct any defects which are appar- 
ent. The cost of installing wiring in an approved manner is no 
greater but frequently less than the cost of a defective 
installation. 

As in previous years the Board of Selectmen has requested 
that this report be as brief as possible which is the case but I 
believe the items here mentioned should be of direct interest to 
the readers of the yearly report.

It is just too bad that all 
dogs are not vaccinated as six dogs that I noted in the past six 
weeks, that were proven to be afflicted with rabies, were not 
vaccinated, and several that were bitten by a dog proven to have 
a positive case, and had been vaccinated, have not shown any 
symptoms in six weeks.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF APPEAL 


December 28, 1935 
The Board of Selectmen, 
Winchester, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


The report of the Board of Appeal for the year 19385 is 
subjoined. 


During the year the Board has held fourteen public hear- 
ings, at which twenty-six cases were heard. Of these, seventeen 
arose under the building laws and nine arose under the zoning 
by-law. In addition, seven cases were dealt with informally and 
were either dropped or so disposed of that no formal appeal was 
necessary. 


Of the cases arising under the building laws and consid- 
ered on appeal, one resulted in a change of plans which obviated 
the necessity of a decision by the Board. In the others, decisions 
were rendered which granted relief in ten cases and affirmed the 
action taken by the Building Commissioner in six cases, two of 
the latter being in the nature of protests against the granting of 
permits. Of the nine appealed cases arising under the zoning 
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by-law, the Board granted permits in six and affirmed the action 
taken by the Building Commissioner in the other three, one of 
which was a protest. 

In the cases arising under the building laws, the subject 
dealt with included set-back from street lines, distance from lot 
lines or buildings, class of building construction, conversion of 
one-family into two-family houses, corbeling of chimneys, fire 
protection, ventilation, and plumbing and heating appliances. 
With few exceptions, the relief granted by the Board in some of 
these cases were based on discretionary authority which is not 
available to the Building Commissioner under the building laws. 

The Board has not yet been called upon to take action under 
the amendment to the zoning by-law which was adopted at a 
Representative Town Meeting on March 18, 1935, and became 
effective July 13, 1935, and is understood to authorize the Board 
to grant building permits to take effect in the future in certain 
cases.

MINIMUM LOT SIZES 


The zoning by-law, establishing ten thousand and fifteen 
thousand square feet, respectively, as the minimum size for 
building lots in undeveloped areas in the single residence zone, 
adopted in 1934, according to our observation, is proving bene- 
ficial to the town. 

The by-law gave jurisdiction to the Board of Appeals to 
permit the construction of houses on smaller lots in special cases 
where, in their judgment, the standard of the neighborhood or 
the peculiar location or characteristics of the land justified an 
exception to the general rule. Under the language of the by-law, 
it was plain that such exceptions might be granted on appeal 
from a decision of the Building Commissioner with respect to a 
single lot. In March 1935 an amendment was proposed by the 
Planning Board and adopted by the Town Meeting, which makes 
it clear that the Board of Appeals will have authority also to 
grant exceptions on direct petition, involving at the same time 
several lots or sub-divisions, in order that the owner of land 
comprising several lots may know in advance, before selling or 
building upon any of them, just what wiil be required as to the 
size of the remaining lots. In practice, this seems fair to the 
landowner. | 

The amendment also gives the Board of Appeals the right to 
impose limitations of time or other conditions in granting excep- 
tions. A landowner may be fairly entitled to an exception under 
conditions existing at the time of his application, but if he does 
little or nothing toward his development for a long time, it may 
be desirable that after a lapse of years he should renew his 
application and have the size of the lots determined again in 
the light of changed conditions. This provision in effect will 
enable the Board of Appeals to say to a prospective developer 
that he may have an exception good only for a specified number 
of years and that to the extent that his land is not developed at 
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the expiration of that period, he must provide the larger lots 
generally required or come again before the Board for a renewal 
of his permit. 

Another provision of the amendment adopted in March 
1935, inserted at the request of the Board of Appeals, enables 
that Board to call on the Planning Board for a report and recom- 
mendation on the question of granting an exception. 

The provision of the by-law relating to the granting of 
exceptions as now amended reads as follows :— 


The Board of Appeals may make special exceptions 
to the provisions of this section by authorizing, upon 
appeal, the granting of permits for the erection or plac- 
ing of dwelling houses on lots of land containing less 
area than is hereby prescribed or, upon the written 
request of the owner of a parcel of land, by authorizing 
the Building Commissioner to grant permits from time 
to time for the erection or placing of dwelling houses 
upon subdivisions or any or all of the lots thereof, al- 
though containing less area than is hereby prescribed, 
subject to such limitations of time and other conditions 
as it may impose, whenever, after a public hearing, it 
shall find that—(1) adjoining areas have been previ- 
ously developed by the construction of houses on lots 
generally smaller than is prescribed by this section and 
the standard of the neighborhood so established does 
not reasonably require a subdivision of the applicant’s 
land into lots as large as is hereby prescribed; or (2) 
lots as large as is hereby prescribed would not be read- 
ily salable and could not be economically or advantage- 
ously used for building purposes because of the 
proximity of the land to through ways bearing heavy 
traffic or to a railroad or because of other physical con- 
ditions or characteristics affecting it but not affecting 
generally the zoning district. 

The Planning Board on request of the Board of 
Appeals shall make a report to it, with recommenda- 
tions, on the question of granting any application for 
special exceptions hereunder, 
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We appreciate that zoning exceptions unwisely granted may 
shipwreck any scheme of zoning, but the decisions of our former 
Boards of Appeals on kindred questions and the excellent per- 
sonnel of that Board as constituted at present, give us reason 
to believe that the interests of the Town and its general zoning 
restrictions will be safeguarded. 


ADDITIONAL POWERS FOR THE BOARD OF APPEALS 


Our zoning by-law, as originally adopted in 1924, gives 
jurisdiction to the Board of Selectmen to grant permission for 
certain non-conforming uses or for purposes which might prove 
detrimental to the zone or district. For example, they may per- 
mit the alteration of a single house into a two-family house or 
the construction of a hospital or sanitarium or may permit a 
boarding or lodging house or the removal for sale of loam or 
gravel, in districts where such uses are generally forbidden. 
They may permit in any district the construction or use of 
buildings for prohibited purposes for a temporary period, not 
exceeding two years. Under the original by-law, however, gen- 
eral jurisdiction to pass on appeals from decisions of the Build- 
ing Commissioner granting or refusing permits under the by-law 
was given to the Board of Appeals and subsequently, under 
amendments, additional authority has been conferred upon that 
Board to grant exceptions to the minimum lot size requirements. 

Under legislation recently enacted (Statute of 1933, Chap- 
ter 269), authority to grant special permits now vested in the 
Board of Selectmen may be transferred to the Board of Appeals. 
We are inclined to think that the Board of Appeals should be 
substituted for the Board of Selectmen so that in all cases the 
Board of Appeals will have jurisdiction to pass on special per- 
mits. It seems desirable that there be no division of responsi- 
bility with respect to the zoning by-law. We intend to submit 
to the Town Meeting in March an amendment to accomplish the 
proposed substitution. 


TOWN PLAN 


The town plan, prepared under the direction of the Planning 
Board in 1924, showing proposed through routes, streets, parks, 
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playgrounds and the like, according to a scheme of development 
thought desirable at that time, continues to be helpful in actual 
practice. During the year 1935 several projects shown on the 
plan in a general way have been completed or advanced. Palmer 
Street has been extended easterly along Wedge Pond, across the 
cemetery land to join Lake Street. This facilitates public travel 
and affords a new and attractive route. Spruce Street has been 
extended from Oak Street northerly to Swanton Street, provid- 
ing a valuable cut-off, especially for vehicles going to and from 
the new athletic field. The new way called “Wildwood Street 
Extension,’ from Westland Avenue to Ridge Street, has been 
laid out and accepted by the town. 

Another way shown on the town plan—the proposed way 
leading from Lake Street northerly along the Horn Pond Brook 
valley to the Woburn line, has now been more definitely estab- 
lished. The remaining section of the way from Canal Street 
aortherly to the Woburn line has been laid out as a Board of 
Survey street. The importance of this project was emphasized 
by agitation inspired by the introduction of a bill in the last 
Legislature calling for the widening of Horn Pond Parkway in 
Woburn. This involved the possibility of a through way from 
that Parkway to the Mystic Valley Parkway along a route on the 
westerly side which would include Wedgemere Avenue. In our 
judgment, additional facilities for travel through Winchester 
from Woburn should be furnished by means of a route along the 
Horn Pond Brook valley to Lake Street, rather than over the 
west side. We joined the Selectmen and a large group of Win- 
chester residents in opposing the west side route at a hearing 
before the Metropolitan District Commission, to which the sub- 
ject was referred by the Legislature. 


DWELLING HOUSE CONSTRUCTION 


The figures for the past seven years, representing the num- 
ber of permits granted by the Building Commissioner for dwell- 
ing houses in the town and the average cost per house, are given 
below. 

The marked increase in building during 1935 perhaps is 
significant of a revival in the industry and the decrease in cost, 
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significant of a popular demand for smaller houses. No permit 
has been issued for a double house in Winchester since 1930.

WINFORD REALTY TRUST DEVELOPMENT 


The development of a large area of land, a portion of the 
Russell farm, situated east of Main Street, partly in Winches- 
ter and partly in Medford, is contemplated by a preliminary plan 
which has been presented by the Winford Realty Trust for ac- 
ceptance under the Board of Survey Act. The plan shows 164 
building lots, of which 79 are in Winchester. The area is called 
“Colonial Village.” The developers propose to construct houses 
for sale at about $8,000. The first hearing on the application 
was held December 30th. It is understood that the Realty Trust 
will file more definite plans to be considered at a later hearing. 

A portion of Church Street during the year was included 
in the area near the centre where the wires have been removed 
from overhead poles to underground conduits. The marked im- 
provement in appearance resulting from the progress of this 
work is indeed gratifying. 

In June, at the request of the Board of Selectmen, we 
studied the proposed sites for a moving picture theatre and made 
our report to the Selectmen. We came to the conclusion that of 
the sites proposed at that time the most desirable from the 
standpoint of the town was plainly the Whitney property on 
Main Street north of the centre. 

The proposal of the Planning Board for the establishment 
of a Committee on the West Side School Lot was adopted by the 
town in March. Mr. Parsons was chosen as the representative of 
this Board on that Committee. 
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In June Mr. Maurice C. Tompkins, who had served con- 
tinuously and faithfully as a member of this Board for fourteen 
years, resigned. The vacancy was filled by the election on June 
24 of Mr. Harris S. Richardson. 

As usual, during the year we have attended numerous 
hearings before our local Boards on matters of concern involv- 
ing zoning and planning.

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REPORT OF 
PARK COMMISSIONERS 


Considerable improvement has been effected in the parks 
and playgrounds during the past year. 

At Leonard Field the new tennis practice court was com- 
pleted and proved very popular. The baseball diamond was 
entirely rebuilt in the fall and will have an excellent playing 
surface for next season. A giant swing was installed for the 
smaller children and basketball backboards and nets were put 
up for the older boys. 

A permanent hard surface was put on the practice court at 
the Loring Avenue playground. Here also the diamond was 
rebuilt and a considerable amount of re-grading and sodding was 
done. 

A new shelter was erected at Palmer Beach and permanent 
seats and tables were set up under the shade trees. A teaching 
court for tennis was completed. 

Two additional plots were added to those already in the care 
of the department, one at Mason Street and the other at Dart- 
mouth Street. The latter plot is a large one and a considerable 
amount of work was necessary to put it in proper condition. 

The entire area just below the Watch Hand factory was 
regraded and loamed and this will add a great deal to the beauty 
of the Cross Street Park. The river banks near Leonard Beach 
were also graded and loamed. 

Two rose gardens were planted just below the new athletic 
field and made a very good showing during the season. A rock 
garden was also planted here as well as one at North Washington 
Street. The maintenance of this latter park as well as the greater 
part of the new field was turned over to the department during 
the early summer. 

Much of the work accomplished was due to the use of the 
unemployed group during a part of the year. 

Leonard Beach was not opened this summer as the Metro- 
politan sewer frequently overflowed into the river and it was 
deemed inadvisable to use the beach. Partly due to this cause, 
the attendance at Palmer Beach was very large. The usual 
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swimming lessons were given and a large number of children 
availed themselves of this privilege. 

The playground activities were carried on as usual; baseball 
and tennis being very popular. An innovation this year was the 
uniforming of four playground teams. This greatly increased 
the interest of the boys and was made possible through the 
generosity of the American Legion, Elks, and Lions and Rotary 
Clubs. 

The skating rink which was constructed the first of the year 
has proved very popular. Last season it was set up on Little 
Winter Pond, but this winter it was put on the pond below the 
new athletic field. It has been in constant use since its erection 
~ on the pond. 


EMERGENCY EMPLOYMENT FUND 


This fund supplied trucks and materials necessary to carry 
on the work at Judkins Pond and North Washington Street. The 
labor on both of these jobs was paid for the ERA and WPA. 

Satisfactory progress has been made on the Judkins Pond 
project. The power shovel completed the excavation of the pond 
the latter part of the winter. The mud taken from the pond was 
used for fill on the new field. A hard surface was laid on the 
road from Railroad Avenue to Nelson Street and a permanent 
sidewalk with curbing was built the entire length of this road. 
A great deal of grading, loaming and seeding has been accom- 
plished. The entire area between the road and the railroad 
tracks, which eventually will be used for parking cars, was 
finished. The section between the pond and the railroad also 
was completed. Two rose gardens and a rock garden were 
planted here. Shrubs were planted on both sides of the bridge. 
Five concrete light poles, with underground wiring, have been 
placed along the road. 

In the athletic field another large area has been completed. 
Gravel fill, necessary to bring the land up to proper grade, was 
trucked in from both the town sand pit and from the new road 
at Palmer Street. This was covered with top soil and seeded. 
The baseball diamond was cut out and will be ready for use in the 
spring. fe 

A change was made in the position of the fence. Instead of 
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having it completely enclose the field, the lower end was removed 
and both sides were continued to the pond. Thus the northern 
shore of the pond acts as one boundary of the field and this adds 
greatly to the available playing area. 


The work on the North Washington Street Park is well 
along toward completion. The land between the river and Wash- 
ington Street has been finished and its maintenance is now in the 
care of the regular Park Department. A rock garden has already 
been planted and it is hoped that another year will see a hedge 
along the street side. Over 1000 ft. of walks were constructed 
along the river. These were built of gravel, covered with stone 
dust. A great deal has been accomplished in the grading of the 
river banks and this work is still in process.

GENERAL REPORT 


NEW MAIN ON PALMER AND MIDDLESEX STREET 
A new 12” main was extended through Palmer and Middle- 
sex Streets to Sylvester Avenue. A large part of the work was 
done by Federal employees known as HE. R. A. and changed to 
W. P. A. This main is to be extended to Pond Street and will 
furnish an additional water supply to the extreme west part of 
the town. We hope to finish the pipe line in 1936. 


RESERVOIRS 

In 1934 we reported that “the sanitary condition of the 
reservoirs is becoming a serious problem.” In 1935 conditions 
became very acute. The water from the North Reservoir had 
to be shut off for about three months, the water being danger- 
ously polluted by people using the woods instead of the sanitaries 
at the Metropolitan Playground. On advice of the State Depart- 
ment of Health, chlorinators were instailed on both Reservoirs 
and additional policemen were hired during the blueberry and 
mushroom season. Even with these precautions conditions were 
bad and the State Department of Health recommended that the 
roads around the Reservoirs be closed to the public. This was 


done.

FORESTRY 

The forestry work has been carried on as usual. The work 
has been performed by Welfare recipients and a Federal Project 
furnished nine men. The work was done with the approval of 
the State Forester. 

PUMPING STATION 

In 1934 the West Side Myopia Road Pumping Station could 
not handle the peak load. A new station was put underground in 
High Street. The West Side Pumping equipment is now ade- 
quate for a long time to come. There should be a pump installed 
at the South end of the town to take its supply from the South 
Reservoir so the East High Service will not be dependent on one 
source of supply. 

CLEANING WATER MAINS 

During the dry summer of 19384 the water mains on the 
West Side of the Town would not carry the draught of water 
without a decided drop in pressure. This spring about two 
miles of water mains were cleaned, Bacon, Church, Fletcher 
Streets and Everett Avenue. This increased the carrying capac- 
ity to quite an extent. 

During the summer the water through a large part of the 
West Side became colored but is now improving very rapidly. 

The equipment and condition of the water works is in 
excellent shape and it is our policy not to allow any of the Town 
property to depreciate from lack of care. | 

We are pleased to report that there are no overdue water 
bills on January 1, 1936.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC 
WELFARE FOR THE YEAR 1935 


Although there was an improvement in general business 
conditions during the year 1935, our local Unemployment Relief 
problem was as great as at any time during the depression, and 
because of increased demands by the Government in regard to 
investigations, the duties of the Board of Public Welfare were 
greater than ever before. These were in addition to the Board’s 
normal activities which have to do with the supervising of the 
disbursements of Temporary Aid, Mothers’ Aid and Old Age 
Assistance. 

During the year there were three separate types of aid, 
available to able-bodied, unemployed men with families, requir- 
ing relief. 

(1)—That derived through application of Federal funds to 
local projects. 

(2)—Through local appropriations for the relief of the 

unemployed. | 
| (3)—Through the Board of Public Welfare. 


1. (a) In our 1934 Report we described briefly the manner 
in which the ERA operated locally and there was no important 
change in the organization from the rendition of that Report 
until the ERA was discontinued on December 15th. 

Between January 1, 1935 and January 1, 1936, about 20 
ERA or WPA projects were actually in operation, employing in 
the neighborhood of 200 men and 380 women, with an average 
monthly expenditure of $10,000, paid for the employment of 
labor. 

Beginning in October, those projects that had previously 
been operating under the ERA were gradually transferred to, 
and absorbed by, the Works Progress Administration, the last 
project being transferred late in December. 

Under the new set-up of the Works Progress Admin- 
istration, the responsibility for the success or failure of local 
projects has been placed directly upon the local sponsors, where- 
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as in the past, this responsibility was that of the local Admin- 
istrator. 

The majority of those working on the ERA during the year 
-were employed at unskilled labor, for which they were paid 
50¢ per hour for not over 24 hours per week. The W.P.A. rate 
for unskilled labor is $52 per month for 112 hours. 

During 1935, Winchester unemployed received from Federal 
funds for labor alone, the following: 


Out of E.R.A. Funds $110,283.00 
Out of W.P.A. Funds 12,161.00 
Total $122,444.00

projects.

There were no Government funds provided for the local 
investigation of applicants looking for ERA work, and the duty 
of completing the necessary investigations and making recom- 
mendations concerning the eligibility of those who applied, rested 
upon the Board of Public Welfare, and because of changing 
conditions, it was necessary that these investigations be renewed 
from time to time and the records kept up to date. These records 
have since been turned over to the Emergency Relief Head- 
quarters in Boston. 

There is reason to believe that those now working ‘on the 
W.P.A. which is operating on fully as large a scale as the E.R.A., 
will continue to receive employment until the end of the Gov- 
ernment’s fiscal year, namely, June 30, 1936. 

(b) Further benefits were derived through the application 
of Federal funds as expended by the Civilian Conservation Corp. 
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Winchester was permitted to send 42 young men ranging between 
the ages of 16 to 25 years to the C.C.C. Camps, the applicants 
being chosen from families needing relief and the men remain- 
ing in Camp from six months to a year, receiving $30.00 per 
month, of which they retained $5.00 and the remainder being 
sent by the Government direct to the parents. 

From such information as we have, we believe the money 
received from this source amounted to over $6,000.00, exclusive 
of shelter, board and clothing provided for the men while at the 
Camps. 

(c) We have made no estimate of the money value of the 
food received by the Board of Public Welfare from the Govern- 
ment Commissary at Chelsea which was. distributed to approxi- 
mately 425 families representing about 1883 persons, by Miss 
Sullivan, a member of the Board, and a list of which appears 
below:

In December the work of food and clothing distribution 
was placed under a State wide W.P.A. project. 


Through the Government Commissary and Warehouse, 
formerly at Watertown, and later at Chelsea, the Board of Public 
Welfare was supplied with a total of 7972 units of clothing and 
household goods. This clothing consisted of Women’s, Girls’ and 
Children’s Dresses, Nightgowns, Slips, Pajamas, Underwear, 
Men’s and Boys’ Shirts, Pants, Underwear, Coats, Bathrobes, 
Socks, Caps, Pajamas, and the household goods consisted of 
sheets, pillow slips, comforters and towels, all of which were 
distributed to 422 families representing 1874 persons.

The duty of investigating each application, and determining the 
eligibility of those seeking work and the amount of aid to be 
given, rested on the Board of Public Welfare. The Board, how- 
ever, had nothing to do with applications of veterans.

3. PUBLIC WELFARE 


For those able to work but not eligible or not suited for 
employment under any of the above mentioned programs, relief 
was given by the Board of Public Welfare, in return for which 
work in various Town Departments was required. In each indi- 
vidual case the number of days’ work per week was determined 
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by the amount of relief required at the rate of $2.56 per day. 
The following schedule shows the amount of work and its value 
to the Town.

TEMPORARY AID 


Temporary aid is that given to families or individuals not 
eligible for Mothers’ Aid or for Old Age Assistance. The needs 
of those families in which there was an able-bodied unemployed 
bread winner were met through one of the above described plans. 
Other families required aid because of the physical or mental 
incapacity of the chief wage earner, and for other reasons apart 
from unemployment. The amount thus given was $7,555.98, 
covering 74 families and 348 individuals, averaging $102.01 
per case. 


MOTHERS’ AID 


The Statutes provide that widows with children under 16 
years of age, or women with such children whose husbands are 
permanently incapacited, may receive an allowance from the 
Town through the Board of Public Welfare. The State reim- 
burses the Town for one-third of the amount of aid thus given. 
(In non-settled cases the reimbursement is for the entire 
amount.) These allowances are given on the basis of individual 
family budgets, which provide for the necessities of life with 


reasonable adequacy.

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OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


The Statutes provide that Old Age Assistance may be given 
by the Town through the Board of Public Welfare to needy 
people seventy years of age or over who are American citizens 
and who have lived five out of the last nine years within the 
Commonwealth, including the year prior to application. Definite 
proof of these facts must be established and the grown children 
of the beneficiaries must be unable to support them. The State 
reimburses the Town for one-third of the aid given (in the 
cases of those not having a legal settlement in the Town, the 
State reimburses for the entire amount.) During the year 1935 
a change was made in the law in order to conform to the recently 
enacted Social Security Act passed by Congress. Formerly 
twenty years’ consecutive residence within the Commonwealth 
was required.

IN WINCHESTER FOR 1935 


The following is a report of the work of the Middlesex 
County Extension Service in the town of Winchester for the 
year 1935. 


General agricultural meetings were held throughout the 
county of general interest to those farmers within the town. 

In Boys’ and Girls’ 4-H Club Work thirty-five were enrolled 
in the garden club and twenty-eight in the canning club. The 
leaders for the garden club were Richard Glendon and Richard 
Elliott and for the canning club, Mrs. John Benson and Kenneth 
Benson. It is interesting to note that the canning club put up 
3,778 jars of products during the summer. The garden club has 
won numerous prizes at the Horticultural Show in Boston and 
also at Acton Fair. Both clubs put.on a very attractive window 
exhibit at Duncan’s hardware store. 


In Home Economics thirty women were enrolled under the 
leadership of Mrs. Fred Baker. Their particular interest was 
clothing, taking up such studies as styles, cotton fabrics and the 
construction of cotton dresses. 


Local organizations were addressed by the home demonstra- 


tion agent from the Extension Service office and a series of * 


meetings were made available for the Winchester Garden Club 
on the subject of “The Out Door Living Room.”

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REPORT OF INSURANCE COMMITTEE 


Your Committee has continued its policy of maintaining 
existing insurance and providing new insurance wherever it 
seemed that the Town might suffer serious loss through hazards 
which might be insured against.

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REPORT OF WINCHESTER 
BOARD OF HEALTH 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1935 


Happily, our town has been free from any serious epidemic 
of communicable diseases this past year. Although there were 
more cases of scarlet fever than for several years, immediate 
preventive measures helped to keep the disease within control. 
Several fewer cases of tuberculosis than a year ago are now being 
hospitalized at town expense. 

Your Board is considering the advisability of recommend- 
ing the establishment of a clinic for diphtheria immunization. 
Fortunately, there has been no case of diphtheria in town for 
four years. Nevertheless, it is well to consider whether the 
town is justified in assuming the ever-present risk of an epi- 
demic of this dread disease, which is preventable by immuni- 
zation. Our town is one of a very small number in the whole 
state which has not established a clinic, where, with the consent 
of parents, the local physicians immunize children of elementary 
school age. In this town, this work has been done in St. Mary’s 
Parochial School for several years by one of the local physi- 
cians. Do the citizens of the town wish this example followed 
in the public schools? 


DUMPS 


If Winchestser cannot be called the “Spotless Town’’, it is 
certainly a clean town. Not only are our streets kept free from 
debris by the Highway Department, but your Board is ever 
active in preventing the dumping of rubbish elsewhere than in 
the established town dumps. The dump opened last year be-- 
tween the main line and the Woburn loop of the railroad is being 
filled in and graded in a satisfactory manner, and not only will 
take care of rubbish for some years to come, but will make a 
desirable addition to our park lands bordering the new Aberjona 
River development. 
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POLLUTION OF ABERJONA RIVER 


The unremitting efforts of many years made by your Board 
and other groups of our citizens to do away with all important 
sources of pollution of the Aberjona River should attain almost 
complete fruition in the construction of a large supplementary 
State sewer through Winchester to carry surplus sewage 
from the communities to the north to the trunk line sewer 
south of us. After heavy rains, and at high water, the present 
State sewers have overflowed from the manholes into the river, 
particularly in the north end of town. The new sewer was au- 
thorized by the last Legislature, and work upon_it will_start 
shortly. 


In view of the tens, if not hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars expended during recent years by the town, with federal aid, 
in improving the bed and banks of the Aberjona River through- 
out its length in the town, it is a consummation, devoutly to be 
wished that the day may be near when upper Mystic Lake, 
near Wedgemere Station, will be dredged and cleaned up 
by the State, under whose jurisdiction it is. The view of rub- 
bish, junk and slime, in the stead of water, which greets the 
eyes of the daily thousands passing by train and automobile is 
a poor introduction to Winchester. 


GARBAGE 


The heavy snows of last winter made the problem of gar- 
bage collection most difficult, and inevitably resulted in some 
complaints. However, the only recent complaints have been 
from the contractor who purchases the garbage. He claims, 
with some feeling, that the quantity furnished by the citizens of 
Winchester has fallen off so markedly the past year that he 
cannot even raise the hogs that he is not paid not to raise by 
the AAA! Whether this emptying of local garbage cans is 
another by-product of the depression only the “economists” 
can determine! 
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DENTAL CLINIC 


Upon the recommendation of the School Committee, your 
Board will ask the next town meeting for a small appropriation 
to allow the examination of the teeth of all pupils in the ele- 
mentary schools by the dentist employed by the Board of Health. 
It is felt that this inspection would do much to save the teeth 
of the children before serious trouble sets in. 


We wish to thank the departmental personnel for their 
continued efficient services performed this past year. Their 
reports follow.

HEALTH OFFICER AND MILK INSPECTOR’S REPORT 
MILK 


The work of milk inspection was carried on with the care 
that this work demands. Samples of the milk supply were taken 
each month and analyzed for bacteria, fats and solids. The re- 
sults of these analysis were published regularly. There were, 
however, many calls from citizens desiring to know these results 
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even before publication. There is no doubt but that this pub- 
licity has accomplished much from. both a chemical and a sani- 
tary standpoint. 


The fats and solids content of the milk have been con- 
sistently excellent, in fact, well above the standard required by 
law. The bacteria content was also most satisfactory except in 
a few cases where the dealer was immediately notified of the 
results of the analysis and instructed to give the matter his im- 
mediate attention. Many factors may be responsible for a high 
bacteria content including lack of low temperature from dif- 
ficulty with the cooling system, improperly cleansed and ster- 
ilized utensils and containers, and failure to use ice on the trucks 
conveying the product to the consumer from the plant or from 
the dairy to the processing plant. Each of these faults can be 
traced to its source and overcome. There is, however, a type of 
bacteria which grows in high temperature and is quite fre- 
quently found in cases where old milk is used or repasteurized. 
While these bacteria are not particularly harmful, they do fur- 
nish a clue in discovering improper methods which may be 
particularly harmful. j 


The spread of bovine tuberculosis has been practically and 
efficiently overcome by the general application of the tuberculin 
test over the entire territory from which we receive our milk 
supply. We have an additional check in pasteurization which 
means that almost every avenue of communication is now closed 
to the disease. 


No communicable disease during the past year could be 
traced to our milk supply. This has been true for a period of 
several years and we see no reason why this condition cannot be 
permanently maintained if strict supervision is enforced. 


In addition to plant inspections, complete inspections of 
the dairies producing milk for our town have been made through 
collaboration with Inspectors in nearby communities, State In- 
spectors and officials in adjoining states. The production and 
sale of milk is now more intelligently supervised and inspected 
than ever before, and we trust that even more progress will be 
made in the future.

The Trustees welcome requests from townspeople for books 
and magazines and will supply suitable demands in so far as the 
funds permit. In this connection the demand for more children’s 
books and the seven day new books has greatly exceeded our 
ability to supply them, due to the very limited appropriation. 
The Trustees strongly feel this handicap and would indeed wel- 
come an increase in their appropriation so as better to serve the 
townspeople. The circulation figures show an increase over 
1934, but in addition our staff reports a much busier year, all 
of which is most pleasing to the Trustees, and helps confirm our 
belief in the desirability of a larger book appropriation. 

The Reading Room (and study room) of the Library has this 
year been used more than ever before, especially by the High 
School students. 

‘The -Library. building has been well maintained. The fuel 
cost has’ again: bean less than, #1,00C.. ($890.70 to be exact) due 
to low coal. vrices, favorable’ weather ‘and constant alertness on 
the part of vne custodian “During the year, mostly through the 
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efforts of our custodian, we have improved our ventilating sys- 
tem. Much painting and renovating at low cost has been done 
in co-operation with the ERA. 

Our Young People’s Room is a happy place, with many du- 
plicates of the best and most favorite books. There is a dis- 
play case, which from time to time is filled with miniature repre- 
sentations of current local and national events and anniver- 
saries. Our townspeople ought to visit this room. 


Attention is called to the Librarian’s interesting report. 
The Trustees extend their thanks and appreciation to the Li- 
brarian and the entire staff for their faithful services. 


The Winchester Art Association, which was formed immed- 
lately after the completion of the Library with its beautiful Art 
Gallery, has kept on the walls of the gallery constantly changing 
exhibitions of splendid paintings and etchings by or best 
artists. The value of such exhibitions to the community cannot 
be over-estimated. 

The Winchester Historical Society has its headquarters in 
the northeast room on the second floor. The society has now 102 
members. Last year it received a large number of gifts, many 
of them of interesting historical value. The lectures sponsored 
by the society have been deservedly well attended. We hope for 
the growth of this organization, which fosters and keeps alive 
the best New England traditions for the benefit of the commun- 
ity. 

Last year the Library was granted a bequest of $500 from 
the late Mr. Daniel Badger, receivable at the termination of the 
life interest of the beneficiaries. The bequests which have been 
made to the Library in other years are as follows:

The Trustees will be glad to receive any suggestions tend- 
ing to the improvement of the Library, its books or the service 
and management. 

Not only is the Library fast becoming the cultural center of 
Winchester, but it is also probably one of the most interesting 
places to visit. On its shelves and tables are useful and inspir- 
ing books, the best periodicals and rare old volumes. On the 
walls are beautiful paintings; in the cabinets are photographs, 
and in the art gallery are fascinating examples of art; in the 
Historical Room are objects that our forebears used. ‘Take a 
view of the Squaw Sachem mural painting from the east gallery, | 
and at the same time see the working drawings on the east 
gallery walls, thus having the unique treat of realizing how an 
artist plans his work and space.

Gentlemen: 

The year 19385 has been a very busy one, especially this 
fall when the High School Library room was used for classes, 
so that the students came to the Public Library for books and 
reference work. 


EXHIBITIONS 

‘Books about Gardening’’, ‘“‘Travel Abroad and at Home’, 
“Historical Novels” (this collection interested the public for the 
longest period of any). For the Christmas season, a “Nativity 
Scene’”’, “Snow Village” and “Books about Christmas, etc.” 
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Shelves have been reserved for books for the use of the 
College Club, The Fortnightly Literature Group, League of 
Women Voters, the Community School, Books on Peace and 
War. 

INTER-LIBRARY LOAN 

For the use of students, books have been borrowed from the 
Public Libraries of Boston and Woburn, and from the Division 
of Public Libraries, State House, Boston. We were glad of the 
opportunity to lend books to the Public Libraries of Arlington, 
Stoneham and Woburn. 

AMERICAN MERCHANT MARINE 

Over two hundred and fifty books and magazines were con- 
tributed by our generous citizens in response to an appeal for 
books for men in lighthouses and on ships at sea.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 1935 


The School Committee appreciates the support of the citi- 
zens of Winchester which has made possible the continuance 
of high educational standards and the efficient maintenance 
of plant. 


FINANCES 


The operating expenses of the School Department for 1935 
were $251,617.98. Of this sum $251,302.21 was appropriated 
by vote of the annual town meeting, $142.50 was a refund from 
the State, and the balance, $173.27, was derived from a transfer 
of $956.48 from the Reserve Fund. The per pupil cost, based on 
an average membership of 2526, was $99.61. 


The last year of normal operating costs, before salaries were 
cut and some services curtailed, was 1931. In that year the per 
pupil cost was $108.94. For the ten preceding years, 1921-1930 
inclusive, the average per pupil operating cost was $103.54. We 
must expect that when the normal basis is again reached the. 
operating cost will again be somewhat over $100 per pupil. 


The steadily rising cost since the low point in 1933 is due, 
in large measure, to these causes: the increase in cost of ma- 
terials, the employment ef additional teachers, the reinstate- 
ment of building assistants in the elementary schools, and the 
gradual restoration of step-rate increases to teachers who have 
not reached their salary maxima. 


MAINTENANCE OF PLANT 


The school buildings are, generally speaking, in good condi- 
tion. For the first time in several years, the Committee does not 
have to include in its budget a considerable allowance for specific 
extraordinary repairs. But we cannot be sure that the unexpect- 
ed will not happen, for in 1935 two necessary major repairs were 
not anticipated. One of the old boilers in the High School had 
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to be completely retubed, at a cost of over $700, and the tower 
on the Junior High School had to have extensive repairs to 
make it weather-tight, at a cost of over $400. 


It should be kept in mind that the ‘“‘new”’ elementary schools 
are now from nine to tweive years old. It must be expected that 
in the future the cost of their upkeep will be somewhat greater 
than it has been. The original part of the High School is over 
thirty years old, and its maintenance cost is correspondingly 
high. Yet this year we are asking for only $6600.50 for repairs, 
an amount only slightly greater than one-half of one per cent 
of the valuation of the school buildings ($1,250,000). 


As a policy the School Committee recommends that one or 
two school buildings be painted each year. In 1934 the Lincoln, 
Noonan, and George Washington Schools were painted, and in 
1935 the exterior and part of the interior of the old part of the 
High School. The 1936 budget for repairs includes $3600 to 
complete the painting of the High School and to paint the interior 
and exterior of the Mystic School 


In 1935 the drives at the High School and the Wyman School 
were rebuilt as an E.R.A. project. The School Committee is 
gratified that these long-deferred improvements could be made 
in this way. 


MEMBERSHIP 


The December membership of the Winchester public schools 
is 2555, as compared with 2572 in December 1934. The signi- 
ficant fact is that while the elementary school membership has 
decreased, and the Junior High School has remained practically 
stationary, the High School membership has continued to grow. 


The December membership by grades is given below. The 
marked variations between consecutive grades cannot be ex- 
plained. Why, for instance, should Grade III have 37 fewer 
pupils than Grade IV, and why should Grade IX be a giant 
among classes? A large first grade and the largest kindergarten 
on record may, however, predict a rising elementary school 
membership.

HIGH SCHOOL 

In December 1934 the High School membership was 719. In 
December 1935 it was 761. The enlarged high school building 
was planned to accommodate 700 pupils, so it should be obvious 
that the overcrowded conditions which were a threat a year ago 
are an actuality today. 

The art room and the library are now used as full-time 
recitation rooms, and even the Dean’s Office is used for classes 
several periods a week. All available space has been converted 
- into classrooms, yet still further accommodations will be needed 
when a new freshman class of 200 pupils enters the High School 
in September. From the present membership statistics of Grades 
IV through VIII, in both the public schools and St. Mary’s 
School, it seems reasonable to predict that the High School mem- 
bership will exceed 800 for the next five years. Therefore, the 
School Committee recommends that the Wadleigh School be 
reconditioned for use next fall as an adjunct to the High School. 


WADLEIGH SCHOOL 

Although it cannot be claimed that the Wadleigh School is 
an adequate or satisfactory substitute for the proposed addition 
to the Junior High School, the town is very fortunate to have 
available a building that can relieve an acute situation in the 
High School and can house as many as 300 pupils in large, pleas- 
ant rooms. 

The cost of reconditioning the Wadleigh School will not 
exceed $12,000. A new heating system must be provided, new 
plumbing installed, and the interior of the building, exclusive 
of the basement, should be painted. Last year the exterior of 
the building was painted, the fire escapes made safe, and a 
leaking section of roof repaired. 
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Operating costs of the Wadleigh School for 1986 (one-third 
of a year) are estimated at $781 and are included in the School 
Department budget. These costs include janitor service, fuel, 
light, and telephone. The School Committee has made no pro- 
vision for additional teachers, incident to the opening of an addi- 
tional building, for the number of teachers will still be deter- 
mined by the number of pupils to be taught. 

The Superintendent has recommended that the entire 
freshman class be transferred to the Wadleigh School, and the 
Committee has approved this recommendation. If such a division 
is made, all students will be treated alike, the freshman class 
will not lose its solidarity, and its isolation from the larger 
group will be for one year only. This isolation will be mitigated 
as far as possible by having the freshmen continue to share in 
all High School activities and in the use of the assembly hall, 
gymnasium and cafeteria. 

If the freshman class is moved to the Wadleigh School, 
certain important benefits will accrue to our Special Class pupils. 
It will then be possible to transfer to the High School Building 
the Special Class pupils of high school age now assigned to the 
Junior High School; and to transfer to the Junior High School 
Building the Special Class pupils now in the Lincoln School, 
who are of junior high age. 


SALARY RESTORATION 


The School Committee has voted unanimously to recommend 
the restoration of the 10% salary reduction. This decision was 
not made lightly, for we realize that a number of our citizens 
are still in need of relief, that many more are still under financial 
stress, and that economic recovery has advanced along a very 
uneven line. But throughout the state there is a definite trend 
to restore teachers’ salaries, and most towns comparable to 
Winchester have already taken this step. 

The Winchester educational standard is high, and Win- 
chester is a critical and exacting town. <A greater percentage 
of Winchester parents send their children through the public 
schools than is the case in most communities of similar per 
capita wealth. As a town we believe in our public schools and 
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demand that they be good. As a result, Winchester schools are 
generally rated among the best in Massachusetts. 

The strength of any school system depends ultimately upon 
its teaching staff. Winchester has a large number of successful 
teachers who have won the respect and confidence of their pupils, 
aroused their intellectual interest, and stimulated their effort. 
Yet many of these teachers, notably those in the elementary 
schools, are today receiving salaries conspicuously lower than 
their colleagues in nearby cities and towns. The normal salary 
schedule in Winchester is not high, and as other communities 
have restored their cuts, our teachers have found themselves in 
a relatively less favorable position. In a competitive field we 
are in danger of losing some of our outstanding teachers, and 
we are already finding it increasingly difficult to attract success- 
ful teachers to Winchester to fill vacancies. 


CONCLUSION 


A School Committee’s report is necessarily largely an 
account of its stewardship of the funds entrusted to it, and an 
exposition of pressing problems and contemplated expenditures. 
But our chief concern is for the education of the children of 
Winchester. It is the aim of the whole Department to prepare 
each child for adult life in the environment in which he will 
live, and to help him develop mentally, morally and socially, to 
the utmost of his capacity. In this aim Mr. Quinn is a forward- 
looking and sympathetic leader. Able as he is as plant superin- 
tendent and office manager, his services as an educator are of 
infinitely greater value to the town. There his real interest and 
talent lie, as a study of his report will show.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee: 

My twelfth annual report is submitted for the Committee’s 
information and consideration. On the whole, it is your superin- 
tendent’s belief that the schools have continued to function 
smoothly and effectively, allowing for the weaknesses of a human 
institution, and granting the possibilities of greater effectiveness. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS—THE INDIVIDUAL PUPIL 


Wednesday Afternoon Closing 


I am pleased to report that the closing of the elementary 
schools on Wednesday afternoons has been more than justified. 
A large number of pupils are receiving special individual help; 
frequent professional meetings are held at which teachers have 
time to discuss professional problems and to “work out more 
vital curricula and techniques; those pupils free from school work 
have more time for out-of-door play in the better hours of the 
day, and many seize the opportunity for medical or dental ap- 
pointments or for further educational and cultural improvement. 


Size of Classes 
As applied to public school systems, our size of classes on 
the whole should please us. Both pupils and teachers fare much 
better than in most public schools. I submit below the size of 
classes by buildings:

It will be observed, however, that the kindergartens and 
first grades show comparatively large memberships, evidence 
that succeeding grades will probably have larger memberships 
than they now have. In other words, a larger number of pupils 
are entering the schools. 

The Wyman School kindergarten has passed the number 
of pupils which one teacher can properly handle, even with 
student assistants. It is imperative that a paid assistant be 
employed to assist Miss Hawes. 

We may look upon class size as a very important factor in 
the individual instruction of pupils. 


Building Assistants 

The building assistants also make their important contri- 
butions to individua! children. I refer to the special instruction 
day by day given to 111 pupils by these assistants. These chil- 
dren, for some reason find one or more of the major subjects 
difficult, and need individual help beyond that provided in the 
regular classes. 


Modified Assignments 
These assignments are provided for the regular class hours, 
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and differ from the regular assignments in that they are shorter 
or simplified. The child who is slower in his mastery of skills or 
in his progress in completing the general assignment is thus 
especially provided for. His interest is more apt to be sustained, 
his confidence in himself is unbroken, and he takes satisfaction 
in success rather than acquiring discouragement in failure. 


The Teachers 


Most important of all, and cutting through all system and 
plans is the individual teacher who if she has the vision and the 
will somehow reaches the child who needs the encouraging word, 
the special help, the gentle compulsion or the sympathetic under- 
standing. Understanding and yet more understanding is what 
we seek. We have a high percentage of teachers who increasingly 
recognize the importance of viewing their class as individuals, 
each one requiring the teacher’s understanding if growth is to 
be had. 

Obviously, we must continue to place the child first and seek 
for him the most competent teacher we can find within our 
means. | 

Thus, ali the above mentioned subjects are significant as 
evidence of our interest in breaking up to some degree the mass 
type of education so common in many of our public schools. We 
must be continually finding ways within reasonable expenditures 
to think of our pupils as individuals requiring special consider- 
ation of their own personality traits, the recognition and en- 
couragement of their commendable tendencies, and sympathetic 
and constructive understanding of their limitations and 
weaknesses. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS—UNITS OF WORK 


Commendable progress has been made in providing more 
vital curriculum material through “Units of Work.” ‘The fol- 
lowing taken from Miss Pratt’s annual report describes this: 

“Additions to the curriculum were made during the year 
in the form of ‘Units of Work.’ These units centered around 
Home and Community life in the kindergarten and grade one, 
child life in other lands in grades two and three, and history, 
which is the important content subject, in grade six. These 
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units, not only included the main subject with its accompanying 
learnings, but integrated learnings in language, spelling, read- 
ing, music, art, etc. Some form of activity was carried out as 
well which took the form of a notebook, a table scene depicting 
some interesting phase of the subject planned and made by the 
children, an assembly program, etc. 

“The planning, studying and completing of such a unit 
makes the work more real and of greater significance as it 
reveals to the child the need and significance of all these 
integrated learnings. It becomes a problem to be solved, which 
not only involves the skills but thinking and reasoning as well. 
Such units form a valuable part of the school life of the child, 
broadening his outlook on life, enlarging his experiences and 
making the study more enjoyable. In all, twenty-nine units 
were recorded.” 


THE JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


I am submitting Mr. Dickman’s interesting report on his 
program of remedial reading. This is further evidence of our 
interest in the individual student as discussed under the Ele- 
mentary Schools. It is likewise a continuation of the interest in 
individuals which this school has had for several years. I refer 
especially to the written assignments or “jobs” in the drill 
subjects which permit individuals to progress more in. accord- 
ance with their individual needs. Mr. Dickman’s report follows: 

“This year I desire to report on our remedial reading pro- 
gram, which included the second major group of our seventh 
gerade. The program was organized shortly after the Christmas 
vacation. 

“The first week was spent in diagnosing the reading status 
of the pupils. We used the Gates tests. The results were tabu- 
lated for each pupil in the group. It was found that most of 
these pupils were poor in reading to note details. Of course, 
other defects such as pointing, lip-reading, over-carefulness, and 
over-carelessness were noted. 

“Reading devices and situations were given to provide for 
the development of desired reading abilities, and if possible, the 
overcoming of the undesirable habits. The Gates materials were 
used with great advantages, because they possess enough variety 
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to hold the interest, and are built upon short units, which is 
necessary because the pupil’s power of retention is usually 
limited. 

“Silent reading drills and tests were given each week, and 3 
the results were tabulated for each pupil. The pupils showed 
considerable interest in their improvement as shown on the 
individual charts. The remedial work continued until two 
weeks before the end of the term. The second testing program 
produced results as follows: 


Reading to Predict the Outcome of Given Events 


Mid-year score 6.0* June score 7.0 
Reading to Understand Precise Directions 
Mid-year score 5.5 June score 7.0 
Reading to Note Details 
Mid-year score 4.5 June score 6.5 


*Median grade level 


“Although practically every pupil showed some improve- 
ment in one phase or another, several pupils displayed steady 
growth in all the phases of reading tested. 

- “We are convinced that the project in Remedial Reading has 
been very much worthwhile, that there has been a pronounced 
improvement in the reading abilities and habits of the pupils, 
and that the work has carried over into their other subjects. A 
remedial program will not work miracles, but a plan which 
meets the individual needs of the pupils can and will bring 
about improvement. The results obtained were so gratifying 
that the work will be continued this year, aided by the experi- 
ence gained and the increased knowledge of all concerned.” 


THE HIGH SCHOOL 


There is annually, special interest in the college preparatory 
work of the school. I am therefore submitting in full that part 
of Mr. Grindle’s annual report to me dealing with this subject: 

“Each year a section of my report has been devoted to the 
subject of college preparatory work. Such a section should not 
be omitted this year. In September fifty-one of our last year 
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students were admitted to higher institutions of learning. This 
is the largest number we have ever had in any single year. The 
names of these people and the institutions to which they were 
admitted are shown in the exhibits. Today most colleges admit 
properly qualified students on certificate. Even in New England 
there are only three men’s colleges which require entrance exam- 
meonss namely, Harvard, M.1.T. and -Yale, with: .M.LT. 
admitting high ranking high school students on certificate. Four 
girls’ colleges in New England require entrance examinations, 
Mt. Holyoke, Radcliffe, Smith and Wellesley. Of these four only 
Radcliffe requires examinations of high ranking high school 
students. Practically all colleges outside of New England admit 
on certificate. One of the logical results of this tendency to 
admit high ranking students without examinations is a decrease 
in the number of students taking entrance examinations. Table 
IV of the last annual report of the Secretary of the College 
Entrance Examination Board shows that over the last five-year 
period there has been a decrease of 7000 in the number of College 
Board candidates. Obviously this decrease has been accompanied 
by a loss of the more able candidates. Last June we had eight 
College Board candidates, taking a total of thirty examinations. 
The results were quite satisfactory. 70% of the thirty papers 
were of passing grade and of the thirty examinations taken in 
only one case did a recommended student fail. 

“There are some very important trends and proposed 
changes relative both to the type of examination to be set by 
the College Board and to the method of scoring these tests. 
Members of our teaching staff who are responsible for the teach- 
ing of college preparatory subjects are aware of these proposals 
and are taking every step they know of to keep themselves 
informed of them. These proposed changes are being tried out 
next June in the field of Mathematics, with the Alpha, Beta and 
Gamma examinations being offered as optional examinations to 
the regular type In my opinion these “Proposed Changes” will 
be permanent changes and the new philosophy underlying the 
proposed changes in Mathematics will be applied to other sub- 
jects very soon. 

“Brom what has been said above it is obvious that today it 
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is even more true than ever before that the college preparatory 
work of any school is much more fairly and accurately measured 
by the quality of work done by its graduates after their admission 
to college than it can ever be by a single set of college entrance 
examinations. A, study of the records made by our graduates in 
their college work shows most favorable results. A relatively 
large number of our people make excellent records in college. 
I gave direct evidence of this in my last report. The records 
piled up by our graduates since then strengthens the belief that 
our students are well prepared to do college work. A study of 
the freshman college records of all of our students who entered 
college in September, 1934, is very gratifying. We have in our 
files reports from all the colleges which these students entered, 
giving their grades for their first year’s work. These reports 
show that our graduates did as well or better in college than was 
expected on the basis of their preparatory work done here with 
us. Iam glad also to report, with pardonable pride, the excellent 
work done by the following students who have been reported 
to us this fall as members of the Dean’s list in college: William 
Abbott, Richard Barksdale, Leonard Chandler, Eugene Cooper, 
Marjorie Dutch, Albert Haskell, David Hill, Margaret Nash, 
Janet Sanford, Albert Wilson, Madeline Young, representing 
the following colleges, Bowdoin, 1 student; M.I.T., 6 students; 
Smith, 2 students, and Wellesley, 2 students.” 

As the Committee know, much time has been spent by all 
concerned in endeavoring to strengthen the college preparatory 
work or to maintain a high standard. We naturally are dis- 
turbed when students fail in the college board examinations or 
when students leave the school to prepare for college elsewhere. 
There are many factors, one or more of which are very likely 
to explain the failure or the withdrawal from school, rather 
than the fact that the school is proving itself inadequate in 
college preparatory work. | 

1. A public high school admits students of all types; it is 
never selective. 

2. It is probably too lenient in admitting students to the 
college preparatory course. Many students are not fitted either 
by mental capacity for the academic subjects of the course or 
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their interest is not in that direction; other courses or schools 
would meet their needs better. 

3. Some students though possessing the necessary mental 
capacity, for some reason or other do not apply themeslves to the 
degree necessary to succeed. This may be due to: 

a. Interference by outside interests including inade- 
quate study conditions or supervision at home. 

b. Laziness. 

ec. Poor study habits. 

d. Lack of interest in the college preparatory subjects. 

e. Physical or emotional handicaps. 

4. The borderline cases, especially, often need more help 
than we seem to be able to supply in the relatively large classes. 

5. Immaturity. It is probable that in some cases imma- 
turity is some handicap, especially disclosed when a steady, con- 
centrated attack upon the college preparatory subjects is de- 
manded. 

6. The desire of a parent to obtain for his son or daugh- 
ter the unquestioned advantages and privileges of the better 
private schools which, no public school can hope to supply. 

7. However, here and there, our school being a human in- 
stitution, probably fails to reach or appeal to some students, 
who elsewhere seem to “hit their stride’? and who later emerge 
successfully. 


I am confident that Mr. Grindle and his teachers generally 
are thoroughly conscientious in doing everything possible to 
equip our young people for college entrance. The work is exact- 
ing on the part of both teacher and student, and only those 
students with better than average capacity with the will to suc- 
ceed are likely to meet successfully present day college board 
examinations. 


We must remember, however, that the public high school 
has very important functions other than preparing students 
adequately for higher institutions of learning. It is already 
admirably equipping students for clerical, secretarial and gen- 
eral office positions. The improvement in this particular field 
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will come in graduating students much better equipped in our 
own English language and in developing’ further the person- 
ality traits of such students. In the broadest sense, however, 
the chief function of the high school is to train for the finest 
type of citizenship. The social studies have a very important 
part to play in this training, although with the right type of 
teaching, every subject may be considered a possible vehicle of 
citizenship training. A student graduating with our high school 
diploma should be marked as having acquired very definite 
qualities which fit him for a better citizenship regardless of what 
he is doing later. I believe we all as citizens will increasingly be 
more and more interested in this broad civic training and that 
there will be less emphasis upon meeting a formal set of College 
Board examinations. We need students who are trained in real 
mental effort who have a keen interest in the world about them, 
and who have a desire if not a passion for making their contribu- 
tions in the solution of many of the problems that confront our 
American life. Our education must very definitely have more and 
more influence on their character development. The teaching 
personality is obviously a most important factor in effecting 
these results. 

I am submitting below a paragraph which a distinguished 
scientist wrote during 1935. If he has given a true picture of 
the situation, it is indeed serious and should shake out all of 
us from our complacency. It is only fair to say, however, that 
the schools are only one of the great potential agencies for finer 
citizenship. Parents still have their obligation as well as the 
churches and other organizations. 

“In spite of the immense sums of money expended on the 
education of the children and the young people of the United 
States, the intellectual elite does not seem to have increased .. . 
In modern civilization, the individual is characterized chiefly by 
a fairly great activity, entirely directed toward the practical 
side of life, by much ignorance, by a certain shrewdness, and 
by a kind of mental weakness which leaves him under the in- 
fluence of the environment wherein he happens to be placed. It 
appears that intelligence itself gives way when character weak- 
ens... Modern civilization seems to be incapable of producing 
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people endowed with imagination, intelligence, and courage. In 
practically every country there is a decrease in the intellectual 
and moral calibre of those who carry the responsibility of pub-

ADDITIONAL ACCOMMODATIONS 


Although the Superintendent has made a special report to 
the Committee on the overcrowding in the High School, he will 
summarize here the chief facts: 

The High School has continued to grow at a rapid rate, the 
largest membership in any one month in the history of the school 
was 780 reached in October, 1935. The Superintendent is quite 
sure that the membership next fall will exceed 800, which will 
ageravate some of the undesirable conditions which we now 
have. What are these? 

1. Although the library was recently enlarged and well 
equipped for library purposes, it has been given up this past 
year for recitations. 

2. The art room has been taken over as a full time recita- 
tion room with the High School students crossing to the Junior 
High School for their art classes. This is time-consuming and 
inconvenient. 

3. Possibly 50 pupils, and it will be an increasing number, 
are obliged to study in the rear of classrooms while recitations 
are going on. While this is not impossible, it is not desirable. 

4. The Dean’s small office on the third floor is used for six 
periods a week for recitations. 

5. The small office in which the secretaries work and where 
students and parents come to the office for several purposes, is 
too small. One of the classrooms adjoining should be taken over 
to give greater office facilities. 

6. The typewriting classes continue to increase so that it 
is quite likely that next September another classroom will have 
to be taken over for typewriting purposes only. 

7. The increased enrollment next Fall will require at least 
one additional classroom to those now being used. 
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We thus need additional room for continued growth next 
September as well as to eliminate some of the undesirable con- 
ditions which we now have. 

If these were more normal times and the Town’s total 
bonded indebtedness were less (it now stands at $862,000 with 
$100,000 being paid off each year), the Superintendent certainly 
would recommend that the originally planned addition to the 
Junior High School be built. You will recall that the original 
plans called for a future addition to the Junior High School when 
the present High School with its addition would no longer ac- 
commodate all four classes. The Sth grade class was then to be 
transferred to the Junior High School, making that a three-year 
school, and leaving the Senior High School a three-year school. 

A more sensible suggestion at this time seems to be to ask 
the Town to appropriate money to put the Wadleigh School in 
proper condition for school use. The chief expense would be a new 
heating system to replace the present one; the latter had already 
been condemned by the State Boiler Inspectors before the Wad- 
leigh School was abandoned. The estimated cost of new heating 
equipment is $10,000. This, together with plumbing, painting 
and some pointing, would total about $12,008. An additional 
$781 should be set up in the School Department’s budget for jan- 
itorial service, heat, light and telephone. 

If the Wadleigh School were reopened, the Superintendent 
would recommend that the 9th grade class be transferred to 
the Wadleigh School. Although there would be some inconven- 
ience in going to the High School for assemblies, physical edu- 
cation, and for lunch, practically all of the freshman class could 
be comfortably and adequately housed in the Wadleigh School 
This in turn would leave the three upper classes of the High 
School adequately and comfortably housed with some of the 
former facilities restored to their normal use. As originally 
planned, the present High School plant would also permit of 
growth of the three upper classes for some years to come. 

In a few years, the Junior High School should have its ad- 
dition, together with its own auditorium, full sized gymnasium 
and cafeteria. At that time the 9th grade class would be trans- 
ferred to the Junior High School. 
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One can be sure that with the Wadleigh School in its pres- 
ent location, further use of it would be in demand. It will be 
ready to relieve at least the Washington and Mystic Schools if 
later those schools should become overcrowded. At that time 
surely the Highland School would have to be abandoned, and 
the Wadleigh School could serve the district midway between 
the present Washington and Mystic Schools. I believe it is ob- 
vious to all persons who have given thought to the subject that 
adult education will become more and more of a factor in every 
community of any size. The Wadleigh School building is so lo- 
cated that it can later serve such a purpose. It is so central that 
it likewise might be used for the regular evening classes. Doubt- 
less other uses will be thought of. It certainly is too good a 
building and too well located from the point of view of centrality 
to think of selling it to some private individual. 

It is very necessary, if the High School is to continue to 
function satisfactorily, to make some such provision as I have 
suggested above. 


ADDITIONAL COMMENDABLE THINGS 


The following are worthy of note at this time: 

1. The introduction of group instruction in instrumental 
music at a very low cost to pupils. We owe it to some of the 
mothers of the Junior High School for initiating this instruction 
at this time. 

2. Arts and crafts classes outside the regular school hours 
to give students throughout the system beginning with the fifth 
grade opportunities to use their hands and to express themselves 
through possible hobbies. 

3. The preparation throughout the system of succinct 
statements or outlines of what is to be accomplished in each suc- 
ceeding grade with special emphasis upon articulation between 
the several divisions of the scnool system. 

4, The increasing sympathetic and intelligent interest on 
the part of parents and citizens in the importance of the schools 
in our community and national life. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


Since I have discussed with the committee the important 
recommendations submitted below, it is unnecessary to discuss 
them in detail. 


1. Although much has been done, however inadequately 
to help individual students with their special problems, the 
Department is very much in need of a more systematic and 
formal guidance program throughout the system. Its purpose 
would be to help students to be more successful in their school 
work by means of potentially helpful tests, interviews, clinics 
and any agency which would help us to understand the student 
better. We would constantly be seeking for a finer school 
adjustment and life adjustment. 


2. Although the Town was one of the leaders over 
twelve years ago in providing mental tests for children who 
were under age for school admission, the question should be 
considered again to eliminate as far as possible the lack of 
adjustment and immaturity for more concentrated study 
which in some cases, at least, have been disclosed during the 
last year or two. 


3. The restoration of the librarian in the High School. 


4. The restoration of the former salaries of our teach- 
ers effective September 1, 1936. 


5. Full time paid assistance in the Wyman School Kin- 
dergarten. 


CONCLUSION 


I am not unmindful of the school committee’s untiring ef- 
forts to meet the exacting standards which our community in- 
sists upon, while at the same time operating the schools at a 
reasonable cost. You have all been keenly interested in what is 
going on in the schools and you have been considerate, stim- 
ulating and constructive. To the lasting credit of our school 
committees and the town, we are still free from political in- 
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terference which has made its inroads so devastatingly in so 


many public school systems. 


I am likewise appreciative of the services of the entire 
staff who though never highly paid compared with other pro- 
fessions, have continued for the fourth year to carry a 10% cut 


in their salaries to help shoulder the financial burden. 


We 


expect much of all of these people, and they have given much.

WINCHESTER HISTORY COMMITTEE 


Since our last report, Mr. Henry S. Chapman has completed 
the writing of the town history. Each member of the Committee 
has read the manuscript and it is our opinion that Mr. Chapman 
has written a town history of rare merit. It shows a prodigious 
amount of research, developing facts which wiil be of great 
interest to the citizens of the town and will create in them a 
pride of citizenship and an added interest in the civic life of 
the town. Perhaps the most striking thing which he develops 
is the extent to which large numbers of our citizens have freely 
devoted their time, ability and money to the upbuilding of the 
social, educational, artistic, religious and material interests of 
the town. What the town is today, is due to their loyal and 
intelligent effort. 

The history is unlike most town histories, which are mere 
catalogues of events and valuable as reference books, but of 
little interest for reading. Mr. Chapman has written an inter- 
esting history of marked literary merit.

Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Winchester for the period from Septem- 
ber 9, 1934, the date of the previous audit, to June 30, 1935, and 
submit the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of 
the several departments receiving or disbursing money for the 
town or committing bills for collection, were examined, checked, 
and reconciled with the books and records in the town account- 
ant’s office. 


The books and accounts in the town accountant’s office 
were examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts 
were checked and reconciled with the treasurer’s records, while 
the recorded disbursements were compared with the warrants 
approved by the selectmen and with the treasurer’s books. The 
appropriations as shown in the accountant’s ledger were checked 
to the amounts voted by the town as listed from the town clerk’s 
record of town meetings. 


The ledger accounts were analyzed, a trial balance was 
taken off, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this report, 
was prepared showing the financial condition of the town on 
June 80, 1935. 


The balance sheet indicates that the town is in very good 
financial condition. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were exam- 
ined and checked in detail. The receipts, as recorded on the 
cash book, were checked with the reports to the town accountant, 
with the departmental records, and with other sources from 
which money was paid into the town treasury, while the pay- 
ments as recorded were verified by a comparison with the se- 
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lectmen’s warrants authorizing the treasurer to disburse town 
funds. 

The cash book was analyzed and footed, the balance on 
June 30, 1935, being proved by actual count of the cash in the 
office and by a reconciliation of the bank balances with state- 
ments received from the several banks of deposit. 

The payments on account of debt and interest were proved 
with the amounts falling due and by checking with the cancelled 
notes, bonds, and coupons on file. The outstanding debt was 
listed and verified and the bond and coupon bank balance was 
proved. 

The securities, including savings bank books, representing 
the trust funds in the custody of the treasurer were examined 
and listed. The income was proved, the payments from the funds 
were verified, and the balances of the funds as reported were 
checked to the accountant’s ledger. 

The records of tax titles taken by the town were examined 
and checked with the actual deeds on hand, with the tax com- 
mitments, and the ledger accounts. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined. 
The taxes outstanding at the time of the previous examination 
were audited and all subsequent commitment lists of taxes and 
assessments were proved with the assessors’ warrants. The 
abatements as recorded were compared with the assessors’ rec- 
ords of abatements granted, the recorded collections were 
checked, the payments to the treasurer were verified, and the 
outstanding accounts were listed and proved with the account- 
ant’s ledger. 

The outstanding accounts were verified by mailing notices 
to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books as 
owing money to the town, the replies received thereto indicating 
that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 

The selectmen’s records of licenses granted were examined 
and analyzed. The recorded collections for licenses issued were 
compared with the payments to the treasurer, and the outstand- 
ing amounts were listed and reconciled. 

The town clerk’s records of dog and sporting licenses is- 
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sued, and of fees collected, were examined and checked. The 
payments to the county, State, and town were verified, and the 
cash balance as of June 30, 1935, was proved. 


The surety bonds of the town treasurer, town clerk, tax 
collector, deputy treasurer, and deputy collector, for the faithful 
performance of their duties, were examined and found to be in 
proper form. 


The books and accounts of the water department were ex- 
amined and checked. The commitment lists were proved, the 
recorded collections were compared with the payments to the 
treasurer, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved 
to the accountant’s ledger. 


In addition to the departments and accounts referred to, 
the accounts of all other departments collecting money for the 
town or sending out bills for collection, were examined and 
checked with the books and records of the town treasurer and 
with the accountant’s ledger. 


For the cooperation received from the several town officials 
while engaged in making the audit, I wish, on behalf of my 
assistants and for myself, to. express appreciation.
